THE SEX QUESTION. 

Much Clinic space has been given during the 
last five months to the discussion of the sex 
question and it has been given with a view to 
stimulating thought on this important subject. 
That it has created much interest is evidenced 
by the great number of contributions that have 
come to us, more than we could possibly make 
use of, but we have given you representative 
articles on the different aspects of the subject 
in the manner that we thought best adapted to 
accomplish the purpose.

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may do has been to set the professional mind at 
work, that the fathers and mothers, and ulti- 
mately the children, of every community, may 
be more wisely instructed thereby. 


THE HIGHER MEDICAL ETHICS—DUTY 
TO PATIENTS. 


Much depends upon the point of view from 
which one surveys a question. Many members 
of our profession who live in the cities where 
numbers of able pharmacists compete for their 
prescriptions, cannot see why any doctor should 
make use of ready-made preparations. “How 
much better it is,” they say, “for the doctor to 
prescribe exactly what the patient needs, than 
to use a formula ready compounded that may 
only fit the case in a general way, like a suit 
of ready-made clothing.” 

But let this same city doctor go out into the 
country where he has no such resources at his 
command, where he has no druggist or one that 
is limited in stock and in experience and then 
he will simply do the best he can under the cir- 
cumstances. Add to this the competition of the 
homeopath, with the utter indifference of the 
public to schools of medicine, but a decided dis- 
like to taking unpleasant doses, and it will set 
him to thinking. 

Here is a little experiment we advise our city 
friend to try. When he has had his prescription 
compounded with the one thought of the case 
and its special and particular needs, let him 
taste the mixture himself. He may persist in 
giving it to the patient, but he will surely learn 
one lesson in the practice of medicine, that it 
requires patients to permit its practical applica- 
tion. If anyone doubts that such considerations 
have their influence, or that the strictly scien- 
tifie practice of medicine requires the addition 
of worldly wisdom to make it successful, let 
him compare the financial success of the illit- 
erate quack with that of the learned professor. 

We are pretty sure that before long if our 
friend sees on the druggists’ shelves a bottle of 
bromidia, viburnum comp., celerina, seng, 
chionia, or any of the elegant products of mod- 
ern pharmacy, he will take to himself gladly the 
one that his patient needs. And if it does not 
exactly meet the exigency present, the skill that 
enables him to formulate a new prescription 
will suggest such additions as will make it fit 
without rendering the dose disagreeable. 

Among the vast body of true physicians, those 
who do the hard work of our profession and 
whose first principle it is to do the best thing 
possible for the good of their patient, there is 
and always will be a wide field for scientific 


combinations efficient in their action and pala- 
table to the taste. 

Differing somewhat from these comes a class 
of combinations wherein the constituent in- 
gredients are lost sight of and the properties 
of the mixture are treated as a single drug. 
Some of these have by sheer force of merit 
worked their way into the official pharma- 
copeias. 

Nobody stops to think of the ingredients of 
Dover’s Powder or compound cathartic pills, 
and not one doctor in four who prescribes 
brown mixture could give its composition with- 
out referring to the book. James’ powder was 
in every doctor’s case a century ago and chloro- 
dyne is prescribed and recommended in the text 
books to-day although their composition has 
never been revealed. The value of Warburg’s 
tincture has been much less evident since its 
extraordinary formula was made public. 

Numerous similar preparations are being con- 
tinually brought forward and subjected to the 
test of general use. Among these are some 
which have won such general approbation that 
it is doubtful if they can be much longer re- 
fused the place of honor in the pharmacopeia. 
The student is taught the use of acetanilid, of 
caffeine, the bromides and salicylates, but when 
he enters upon the practice of his art, he finds 
himself in a world which uses antikamnia, am- 
monol and gurania. If he can put together 
combinations of his own that equal or excel 
these articles he does so; if on trial he finds: 
them to be superior, he uses what he finds best 
fitted for his purpose and who dares say he has 
not the right to do so? 

There is a third class of proprietary remedies 
which come under a different heading, as they 
are articles the physicians cannot obtain else- 
where. If the doctor needs raw blood and is 
wise, he uses bovinine, because he cannot have 
an animal butchered every two hours to supply 
fresh blood, and if he tries to preserve it be- 
tween butchering days, he simply imitates bo- 
vinine, which he can buy very much better and 
cheaper. Beef peptones, milk foods, clam juice, 
nuclein in its various forms, turtle soup, soma- 
tose and many other food-products, like pepsin, 
can in most instances be bought far better as 
Liquid Peptonoids, (Arlington), Mellin’s Food, 
Burnham’s Clam Juice, etc., than they can be 
prepared extemporaneously. 

Should the patient be starved on beef tea or- 
the baby’s life jeopardized with home-made 
make-shifts because some enterprising firm 
owns the secret of Liquid Peptonoids or Mel- 
lin’s Food? Must the doctor of the west import 
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his clams from Rhode Island and try his ’pren- 
tice hand at making broth, because Burnham 
has a proprietary interest in the bottled clam 
juice? Medical ethics are good things and every 
doctor ought to uphold the honor and dignity of 
the medical profession; but the best way to do 
it is to adopt and live up to the standard of the 
Christian gentleman, the Golden Rule, and 
whatsoever is added to this is superfluous. 

We have endeavored thus to vindicate the 
right of the doctor to prescribe whatever he 
deems best for his patients; and all the forces 
in the earth, the sea, the air, the elements and 
the unknown imponderable elemental forces 
are his from which to choose, nor has any liv- 
ing man the right to limit that choice. 

But granting he selects wisely does he always 
get what he chooses and orders? The sin of sub- 
stitution is one that threatens speedily to dis- 
rupt the harmony between doctor and druggist. 
That the doctor must specify is palpably evident 
from the testimony of the manufacturing drug- 
gist himself. If one states that the dose of his 
fluid extract of digitalis is one minim, another 
five and another twenty, is it not clear that the 
doctor must state which he wants? And if in 
prescribing official pharmaceuticals this is nec- 
essary how much more is it the case with those 
outside the pale. One wine of coca will be taken 
with benefit when another brand is vomited. 
One person will take P. D. & Co.’s, or Stearns’ 
eascara who can bear no other; a child will 
thrive on Carnrick’s food when all similar foods 
pass through undigested. So that the doctor is 
compelled to specify and will be, until manufac- 
turers supply exactly similar goods and that day 
will likely never come. 

If the druggist is a man who holds pharmacy 
to be a profession, he will supply the best goods 
regardless of price, and dispense exactly what 
the doctor prescribes, and in every community 
in which we have practised medicine we have 
found such men in whom our confidence has 
never been misplaced. But if the druggist looks 
on pharmacy as a business, he will buy the 
cheapest and sell the highest, he will work off 
old stock on the unwary, slip in what he has got, 
recommend invariably what he most desires to 
sell, and laugh in his sleeve at the gullible doc- 
tor. The plain fact is that the successful doctor 
is like the successful housewife who knows 
what to do and how to do it, and then not only 
orders and sees that she gets what she wants. 
but keeps her eye on it from the market to the 
table. The doctor who deems his duty done 
when he has written his prescription will fall 
far short of what he might and should attain. 
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INTERESTING CASE OF 
CARRIAGE.

In the circle of territory that I cover pro- 
fessionally, it is the custom of the females 
to rely on the services of the midwives when 
they are about to add to the population of 
the country; therefore, my services are sel- 
dom required in this direction. If the labor 
is a natural one, I am not called. If the 
contrary, 1am. Most of my labor cases are 
difficult ones. Nearly all of them are in- 
structive. The following case is unique, 
and if found worthy of a place in the Clinic, 
please publish it. I submit an illustration 
as an aid to the letter press. 

On the evening of Oct. 15th I was called 
upon to attend a patient forty-one years old 
and about eight months with child. Her 
family history was as follows: She was of 
a scrofulous diathesis. During the last six 
years she had had three successive miscar- 
riages. I attended with the first, about five 
years ago, and afterwards treated her for 
scrofulous ulcers on her legs. Her father, 
who is now living with his third wife, was 
not considered a Joseph in his earlier days, 
and rumor has it that he was afflicted with 
syphilis when a young man. The case, in 
my mind, is one of “sins of the father unto 
the third generation”. 

When I reached the patient I was in- 
formed by the “granny” (as the midwives 
are called down here) that the patient re- 
tired as well as usual. About midnight. 
desiring to relieve her bladder, she used 
the vessel. While doing so, says she felt 
something rush away from her and called 
the “granny” who stated the patient immed- 
iately fainted. With the assistance of the 
husband she was placed on the bed, and the 
doctor sent for. When I arrived I was 
shown the vessel full, apparently, of blood. 
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I also found the mattress saturated and 
leaking upon the floor beneath. The pa- 
tient was nearly moribund. The flow was 
but slight at this time, so I made a physical 
examination per vaginam and obtained the 
following information. The os was dilated 
to the size of half a dollar, patulous and di- 
latable. I could not make out the pre- 
sentation, being uncertain what portion of 
the body of the child I barely touched with 
my forefinger. Neither could I tell whether 
the amniotic sac was ruptured or not. I 
was obliged to be brief as the examination 
increased the flow. The midwife informed 
me that there had been no labor pains as yet. 
This was confirmed afterwards by the pa- 
tient. In my examination I failed to 
diagnose a case of placenta praevia. 

The above condition, indicated, to my 
mind, the course of treatment to be follow- 
ed. First, to stop or reduce the flow; sec- 
ond, to strengthen and stimulate the patient; 
third,toinduce contraction of the uterus and 
deliver it of its burden. I took the pillow 
from under the patient’s head and elevated 
her hips, irrigated the vagina and uterus 
with tannic acid in hot water, laying at the 
same time cold, wet cloths on her abdomen 
(ice was not to be obtained). In addition 
to this, I gave two granules of ergotin 
every fifteen minutes. To obtain the sec- 
ond indicated result, I administered glon- 
oin, caffeine and strychnine. My object 
in giving the last drug was to add to the 
tonicity of the uterine muscular tissues. 


The result following my treatment was 
very gratifying to me. The flooding gradu- 
ally ceased as the contraction pains were 


established. The child was born dead 
about three hours from the time I first 
made an examination. Its weight I should 
judge was about five pounds. Presentation 
vertex. Preceding the birth of the head, a 
large piece of amniotic membrane came 
away with a clot. I delivered the placenta 
as. speedily as possible and obtained a good 
contraction of the uterus, thereby relieving 
the patient of any further danger of flowing. 
She was, however, excessively weak. I fed 
her on fresh milk from the cow, one of mine 
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came in fresh about a week before. I gave 
her additional granules of glonoin, 
stimulant, and some of caffeine to sustain 
the heart. No alcohol was administered to 
the patient at any time during her illness 
and recovery. “She is up now, and attend- 
ing to her household affairs, though still 
weak. F 

After the birth of the child and placenta, 
the patient was made comfortable. I then 
proceeded to examine the afterbirth to see if 
it would shed any light on this peculiar 
case. | made a careful drawing of it, which 
I submit to the inspection of the brethren. 

It will be perceived that one portion of 


as a 


the exposed surface is darker than the oth- 
er. This dark portion in the recent speci- 
men looked as though it had been detaclied 
from the uterus a much longer time than 
the lighter portion. There will also be per- 
ceived several nodules or protuberances, 
one of which, marked with a line and num- 
bered “1,” is situated in the dark porticn, 
and has been ruptured apparently from 
within outward. 

The conclusion I arrived at was as fol- 
lows: The protuberance marked and num- 
bered was full of pus. It ruptured, or a 
small vessel ruptured, and hemorrhage oc- 
curred between the uterine wall and the pla- 
centa, dissecting the latter from the for- 
mer. From the exposed uterine wall flowed 
the blood of the mother, and from the dis- 
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sected placenta flowed the blood that caused 
the death of the child. 

Some of our brethren may be able to give 
a more rational explanation which will be 
acceptable to all.

MALARIAL FEVER.

When I adopted the use of the alkaloids 
according to the dosimetric method, I had 
grave doubts of their efficacy in such min- 


ute doses to cure the disease which is the 
subject of this paper, for I had all my life 
seen it treated with such heroic doses of 
calomel and quinine and arsenic (and even 
blood-letting), that I was a little timid about 
trusting the method. I was always conserv- 
ative, however, and never gave those ten 
to twenty grain doses of calomel and 
quinine. But I was most agreeably sur- 
prised with the results obtained in the first 
cases treated by this method; and in the 
further study of the disease in connection 
with alkaloidal therapeutics, I not only ob- 
tained a clearer conception of the “dosimet- 
Tic idea,” but also a clearer understanding 
of the cause and nature of the disease and 
of the modus operandi of my remedies in its 
cure, than I ever had before. 

Ever since the application of the absurd, 
but very convenient, term, malaria, to this 
form of fever, the most grotesque and ridic- 
ulous theories as to its nature and cause 
have been advanced, but not one of them 
affords the faintest clue to an explanation of 
the regular and peculiar periodicity of its 
different types, or how that great (sup- 
posed) antiperiodic quinine cures it. “Doc- 


tor,” asks the anxious mother, “what makes 
my child have such fever?” “Malaria, mad- 
am,” replies the learned M. D., and so often 
has this very lucid reply been given that the 
laity, as well as many of the profession, be- 
lieve it (malaria) to be the cause of the dis- 
ease, but the majority of M. D.s of this city 
just as firmly believe that a bacillus, which 
has never been seen, is the cause. 

Now, if malaria—mal aer or bad air—is 
the cause, it follows that no microbe, bacil- 
lus or bug of any kind can be also; but it 
has often been proved by scientific analysis 
that the air of paludal regions where this 
fever prevails is just as pure and composed 
of the same elements in the same propor- 
tion as that on the mountain top or in oth- 
er so-called salubrious regions. It is true 
there is sometimes an abnormal quantity of 
carbonic dioxide, and other mephitic gases 
arising from a local cause, but these do not 
permeate and poison the whole atmosphere 
of the district, and I still assert that the ba- 
cillus has never been discovered which can 
be demonstrated beyond doubt to be the 
cause of so-called malarial fever. 

Now I have often amused myself watch- 
ing the myriads of micro-organisms to be 
seen in the secretions from the mouth of a 
patient suffering with the tertian type of this 
fever, and which are so ephemeral as to be 
seen to copulate, generate and live out their 
existence during the time of observation 
When my attention was first called to them 
they were triumphantly pointed to as the 
“materies morbi febris malariae!” But so 
inconsistent were they in form and appear- 
ance that I could not consider them even as 
pathognomonic, much less as pathogenetic 
germs, and they proved to be simply uner- 
ring signs of lowered vitality; the beginning 
of death and decay in the organism, the re- 
sults of the-disease. So at the risk of again 
being compared to the man who said the 
moon was made of green cheese, I say, and 
not speaking ex cathedra, as charged by the 
erudite brother in California, who made the 
above comparison some years ago, but from 
the stern school of experience and observa- 
tion, I do not believe that either malaria or 
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microbes are the “causae rerum,” without 
taking up the Clinic’s valuable space in giv- 
ing my reasons for such belief, with the ex- 
ception of stating two propositions in sup- 
port of it. 

First, if the disease was caused by either 
malaria or microbes, quinine would. never 
cure a single case, and in controverting this 
I would like to hear a concise but rational 
explanation from the brethren of how qui- 
nine cures malarial fever, which it certainly 
does when properly administered. 

Second, that neither of the above-named 
play any part in the production of the dis- 
ease, but it is due solely to a radical change 
in the normal electrical condition of the at- 
mosphere where it prevails. In explanation 
of this last assertion, permit me to say that 
I have long lived in paludal and malarial 
regions, where the treatment of this fever 
has constituted three-fourths of my practice. 
For more than twenty years I kept a rigid 
meteorological record, embracing ther- 
mometric, hydrometric and electrical states 
of the atmosphere. From this I learned the 
singular but unvarying fact that this fever 
prevails most frequently, often epidemical- 
ly, when the range in the thermometer ev- 
ery twenty-four hours was from thirty to 
forty degrees. 

This led to the observance of another sin- 
gular fact, viz., that the normal electrical 
state of the atmosphere, which is positive, 
was changed during this period of great 
difference in the daily thermometric read- 
ings, to a permanent negative state, what- 
ever that may mean. So constant was the 
marked increased prevalence of this fever 
during these abnormal meteoroiogical con- 
ditions, and its entire absence in places fifty 
miles away, where these conditions never 
occurred, that it excludéd all thought of co- 
incidence, and the conclusion was irresist- 
ible that they bore the relation of cause and 
effect. I state these as facts obtained by 
twenty-five years of patient labor and criti- 
cal observation, and they can be easily veri- 
fied by any observer who will take the 
trouble to do so. 

From the foregoing I conclude that elec- 


tricity must be the exciting cause, but, for 
the present, will leave it to the scientific ex- 
pert electrician to say whether it is the re- 
sult of irritation from over-stimulation or 
the absence of the normal electrical stimu- 
lus. The first effect is evidently upon the 
ganglionic centers, producing gangliasthe- 
nia with consequent general depression of 
nerve-power constituting neurasthenia, 
which I suggest would be the correct name 
for the disease. 


This theory, founded upon the facts 
stated, is in direct opposition to all the old 
theories which suppose the blood to be 
poisoned and to be the original seat of the 
disease. While much remains to be eluci- 
dated to perfect the theory, yet it now af- 
fords the only rational explanation ever 
given of the cause of the regular periodicity 
of its different types and varieties, and why 
everyone in its district is not attacked, 
which it is natural to suppose they would be 
if it were caused by an atmospheric blood 
poison. 

But I defer to a future paper the elabora- 
tion of these points, together with its sim- 
ple elucidation of how quinine cures inter- 
mittent fever, and will close this by enumer- 
atin,” the different types and varieties of the 
disease, all of which are included under the 
generic term of malarial fever. 

First, intermittent; with the three com- 
mon varieties, quotidian, tertian and quar- 
tan, expressive of the paroxysmal days, and 
the onset of each being in the order named, 
from 6 to 8 o’clock a. m., 12 m., and 6 to 8 
p. m., all of them occasionally having 
double paroxysms. When the paroxysms 
are arrested, if prophylacticremedies are not 
given rightly, they will return with clock- 
like regularity in the following order: Quo- 
tidian, on the 14th day from the first day of 
previous attack; tertian, 21st day from pre- 
vious attack; quartan, 28th day. 

Second type, remittent. Third, typho- 
malarial (?). Fourth, congestive. Fifth, 
algid or pernicious, commonly called “con- 
gestive chills,” but the last two are not real- 
ly distinct types, as they are always pre- 
ceded by, or occur suddenly during an at- 
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tack of any of the other varieties, usually 
at the time of the third paroxysm of what 
had been till then considered a mild inier- 
mittent, hence their great danger and fa- 
tality. I will in my next paper discuss these 
and the type so-called typho-malarial, espe- 
cially in reference to treatment and prophy- 
laxis, illustrated by successful and unsuc- 
cessful cases. If this condition were prop- 
erly treated there would seldom be a death 
from so-called malarial fever.

COUGHS AND THEIR TREATMENT.

Cough is one of the most striking symp- 
toms of many affections. In some in- 
stances it is a very grave symptom, and it 
is often one of the most difficult to amelio- 
rate. A cough, as a symptom, may be out of 
all proportion to the gravity of the disease. 
Taken as a symptom of disease, it is treated 
as such to a greater extent than any other 
symptom except that of pain. The appre- 
ciation of cough as a symptom is greatly 
increased in value by certain characteris- 
tics, certain sorts of cough being pathog~- 
nomonic of certain diseases, often it is only 
one of many expressions of morbid states 
without individuality and of no particular 
significance. 

Many terms are used to indicate the dif- 
ferent varieties of cough, and the variety is 
usually expressed by one of the following: 
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The hard, brassy or ringing cough, ihe 
spasmodic cough, the irritative, suppressed, 
muffled, hoarse and hacking cough. The 
reflex cough is that which is not due to dis- 
sase of the respiratory apparatus and will 
not be considered in this paper. 

To return to the different varieties of 
cough spoken of above. The hard, brassy 
or ringing cough is one which is violent, 
and accompanied by little or no expectora- 
tion. It is most common in the dry stage 
of acute bronchitis and in chronic bronchi- 
tis and phthisis, when from any cause the 
secretion is arrested. 

The term spasmodic is applied to cough 
when it occurs in paroxysms of great vio- 
lence. The cough of pertussis is typicall: 
spasmodic, but has the peculiarity that dur- 
ing the inspiration there is a spasm of the 
glottis and a consequent crow similar to 
that of spasmodic croup. The hard cough 
of acute bronchitis is often spasmodic in 
character. It is characteristic of the spas- 
modic cough that its violence is out of all 
proportion to the quantity of mucus or 
other matter to be expectorated. 

An irritative cough is one which con- 
stantly recurs without apparent necessity or 
result. It is common in the early stages of 
phthisis. It is also observed in some cases 
of catarrh of the upper air-passages, or from 
an elongated uvula. 

The suppressed cough is one which is so 
painful or distressing to the patient that he 
seeks, by a voluntary effort, to prevent its 
occurrence or to moderate its intensity; 
this occurs most frequently in pleurisy and 
is also met with as a symptom of pleurody- 
nia accompanied by bronchitis. 

A cough is said to be muffled when, 
though the muscular effort may be strong, 
the sound has not the usual vocal ring due 
to vibration of the vocal cords. It is an 
exaggeration of the hoarse cough. It is of 
the gravest import, for it indicates a condi- 
tion of the larynx in which the vocal bands 
are so diseased as to have lost their capac- 
ity for being thrown into sonorous vibra- 
tion. It is the typical cough of laryngeal 
croup and diphtheria. It is also heard in 
phthisis of the larynx and in paralysis of the 
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muscles of phonation. The adjectives 
tight, loose, soft, short, etc., as applied to 
cough require no explanation. 

The sputum or expectoration is of inter- 
est from a diagnostic point of view; the sub- 
stances expectorated are mucus, epithe- 
lium, pus, blood, ichorous serum, croupous 
and diphtheritic membranes, etc. These sub- 
stances do not often appear singly, but are 
mixed in various proportions. In diph- 
theria, croup and fibrinous bronchitis, false 
membranes and casts of the air passages 
are expectorated. In the secretory stages 
of acute bronchitis pus cells make their ap- 
pearance, and when they are sufficiently 
abundant to give a yellow color to the spu- 
tum, it is called muco-purulent. In aggra- 
vated bronchitis, pulmonary abscess, and 
perforating empyema, pure pus is expecto- 
rated. The amount of pus in a sputum may 
be roughly estimated by its specific grav- 
ity, mucus is very light and frothy, usually 
somewhat tenacious, and generally floats 
lightly in water. In proportion as it be- 
comes purulent it is less tenacious and 
heavier. Purulent pus sinks in water. 

The sputa of the first and second stages 
of pneumonia are mucous in character, ex- 
tremely tenacious, so that they cling to the 
mouth, and are with difficulty spat out. 
The presence of blood in various quantities 
in this sputum makes what is known as the 
“rusty sputum.” In asthenic pneumonias, 
in which the congestion is intense and a 
tendency to edema exists, the presence of 
serum renders the expectorated matter 
fluid. This dark red matter is known as 
the “prune juice expectoration” and is a 
very grave, prognostic omen. In the lat- 
ter stages of pneumonia the expectoration 
becomes muco-purulent. 

It may be said in general terms, that the 
best way to treat a cough is to remove the 
cause of it, nevertheless there are many in- 
stances in which treatment must be directed 
to the symptom itself. The disease which 
it accompanies may be incurable, in which 
case we should seek by judicious manage- 
ment, to lessen the sufferings of the patient. 
In other cases, for example in spasmodic 
cough, the irritation resulting from it may 
actually aggravate the disease. This is 


particularly true in thoracic aneurism. In 
pertussis, not only may the respiratory or- 
gans be seriously damaged by the violent 
agitation of the cough, but the central ner- 
vous system may suffer from the repeated 
and intense venous engorgement. 

The cough of phthisis is usually unneces- 
sarily severe, and proper attention to it may 
materially benefit the patient. The best 
results are to be obtained by giving some 
sedative at night to secure rest for the suf- 
ferer, and by forbidding the use of the med- 
icine during the day unless the paroxysms 
are unusually severe. Great pains should 
be taken to avoid damaging the stomach. 
Nauseating syrups should be avoided. The 
nicest way to treat a cough is by the use of 
the proper alkaloidal cough granules so 
elegantly made by the Abbott Alkaloidal 
Co. 

In treating the cough of phthisis, we 
should not forget that it may be, and fre- 
quently is, aggravated by a pharyngeal or 
a nasopharyngeal catarrh; the local treat- 
ment of catarrh of the upper air passages 
and trachea should never be omitted where 
it is practicable, as it affords great relief and 
certainly prolongs life. 

The cough of pertussis is to be treated 
by atropia in doses sufficiently large to get 
a slight constitutional effect or by the bro- 
mides. I have had better success with the 
following prescription in pertussis than 
with all other remedies combined: Am- 
monium bromide, 72 grains; wine of ipecac 
and fluid extract of licorice, each I 1-2 
drams; elixir of orange sufficient to make 
three ounces, a teaspoonful every two or 
three hours for a child two years old. But 
this was before I began the use of the alka- 
loidal granules. I have not had a case of 
pertussis since I began using them. 

The hard, dry cough of acute bronchitis 
yields most readily to the influence of such 
means as will excite secretions of the mu- 
cous glands and allay the excessive irritabil- 
ity of the respiratory passages, e. g., potas- 
sium bichromate, emetine, and the granule 
of tartar emetic. 

A short, dry, hacking cough is sometimes 
associated with naso-pharyngeal catarrh of 
gouty or lithemic origin and will never 
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yield to any form of treatment until the dia- 
thetic condition is attended to. 

There are conditions in which the cough, 
instead of being excessive, is deficient in 
frequency or force, this occurs in asthenic 
diseases such as pulmonary edema, hypo- 
static pneumonia, and the capillary bronchi- 
tis of old and debilitated persons, in such 
cases opium and other narcotizing agents 
should be avoided, or if used guarded in 
their action by combination with other 
drugs. 

It should be said further, that in the treat- 
ment of cough generally, the prime indica- 
tion is to reduce or increase it to the nor- 
mal physiological degree, remembering that 
it is essentially a conservative action and 
useful when kept within proper limits.

NUCLEIN IN HEMOPTISIS.

A great deal has been written upon the 
subject of nuclein- medication, but I have 
nowhere seen one of its most valuable ther- 
apeutic properties mentioned, namely, its 
almost specific action as an hemostatic. For 
some time past I have been successfully us- 
ing it in pulmonary and uterine hemor- 
thage. It is not necessary to go into a la- 
bored dissertation on the physiological ac- 
tion of nuclein, but will confine myself to re- 
porting a few cases. 

In the August number of the Clinic, page 
342, Dr. Parker asks for assistance in a case 
of hefnoptisis and at the same time states 
that he is going to try nuclein. No doubt 





by the time the doctor received his October 
number, and more especially if he has fol- 
lowed the line of treatment suggested by 
the editor, he will be able to make a favor- 
able report on his case. I have, however, 
more faith in hypodermic medication in 
these, and, indeed, in all cases where it can 
be administered, as the action is immediate 
and the improvement is more rapid. 

When nuclein solution was first intro- 
duced I sent for a sample. I received it 
and awaited the first opportunity for its ex- 
perimental use. The opportunity soon 
came. Mr. R., aged twenty-seven, consult- 
ed me desiring treatment for syphilis, which 
had been contracted several years before. 
It had been kept under control for some 
time, but on account of the patient’s rapid 
mode of living it had again made its appear- 
ance. The mucous surfaces seemed to be 
affected generally; still the symptom which 
most annoyed him was ulceration of the 
larynx. There was complete aphonia and 
severe pain was experienced during the act 
of deglutition, or any effort made to use the 
voice. He soon developed pronounced pul- 
monary symptoms, and before long had a 
number of profuse hemorrhages, which, to- 
gether with the rapid decline ofhis strength, 
was very alarming to the patient,. to his 
friends and to his physician. 

The hemorrhages commenced March 21, 
‘95, and continued from one to three times 
per day until the 27th, when, as almost a 
last resort, without having much faith in it, 
I tried the sample of nuclein solution above 
referred to, giving a medium dose morning, 
noon and night. To my great surprise, aft- 
er the first day of this treatment there was 
no return of the hemorrhage. The patient 
rapidly improved, and was able to return 
home, a distance of over four hundred 
miles, within four weeks after the first dose 
of nuclein. I hear from Mr. R. at intervals 
of two or three months, and up to six weeks 
ago he was in fair health and was able to 
follow his vocation, that of clerk in a rail- 
road office. This was to me a very instruc- 
tive case, demonstrating as it did that nu- 
clein would positively check pulmonary 
hemorrhage. 














I have employed substantially the same 
treatment a number of times since in like 
cases and it has never failed me. It also 
demonstrated that the use of nuclein would 
retard the ravages of syphilis, for there was 
almost instantaneous relief from laryngeal 
complication and healing of ulcerations in 
roof of the mouth, on the tongue and on the 
inner surface of lower lip. 

I also gave patient hypophosphite of 
strychnine and arseniate of iron with ten 
drops of fluid extract of coto bark at bed- 
time, to relieve night sweats. 

Case 2.—A. J., aged forty-two, an inmate 
of County Infirmary, was almost a dupli- 
cate of the above case, with the exception 
that the laryngeal trouble was absent. 
There was also a history of syphilis, with 
lung complication and severe hemorrhage. 
The latter was checked at once by a hypo- 
dermic injection of nuclein. Patient stead- 
ily improved until he finally felt well 
enough to leave the institution. After re- 
maining away quite a while he returned in 
about the same condition as when he first 
came under my observation. Gave treat- 
ment as before with the same result. 

Case 3.—D. F., aged thirty-two; bank 
clerk with a history of syphilis contracted 
about eight years ago. Was first called to 
see him during a severe attack of hemopti- 
sis. For the first few days I administeréd 
the remedies generally used in such cases, 
but with no beneficial results. Remember- 
ing my experience with nuclein in case No. 
1. I resorted to it and was rewarded with 
the same gratifying result. I commenced 
the administration of nuclein solution June 
21st, 1895, almost immediately checking 
the hemorrhage, and continued giving it 
until August roth. On September 24th he 
started on a visit to friends in Iowa where 
he remained until December tst. He 
passed a good winter but on June 6th, 1896, 
he had a return of the hemorrhage but it 
was very slight and readily yielded to treat- 
ment which was continued to June 27th, 
Patient is better now than he has been for 
the past two years and has increased six 
pounds in weight. 

I have cited these cases of hemoptisis on 
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account of each being compicated with 
syphilis. In the first two cases the syphili- 
tic symptoms were active and in the latter 
case latent. Besides the cases above men- 
tioned, I have treated a number of uncom- 
plicated cases of tuberculosis with nuclein; 
but I have already written more than I ori- 
ginally contemplated so will pass them by 
with a mere mention. It has not been my 
object to give even an outline for the treat- 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis, only to call 
attention to nuclein as a remedy for hemop- 
tisis and hemorrhage in general. 

The above cases were all treated hypoder- 
mically. Patients sometimes complain oi 
extreme tenderness at seat of puncture but 
after a while they become somewhat accus- 
tomed to it. I usually inject in upper por- 
tion of chest, alternating from side to side. 
In very spare men and in cases of 
women, I inject in the abdominal muscles 
and sometimes into outer surface of the 
thigh. I do not think it best to administer 
into the muscles of the back as the irrita- 
tion is at times quite severe and makes it® 
painful for patient to rest in that position. 

With an abundance of material in hospi- 
tal and infirmary practice and also with 
private patients, I have had splendid oppor- 
tunities for giving nuclein a fair trial in 
tuberculosis, typhoid fever, anemia and 
uterine hemorrhages from different causes. 
I regard it as one of the most valuable ad- 
ditions we have lately had to the domain of 
medicine in the foregoing.

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CLINICAL NOTES ON NUCLEIN 
SOLUTION.*

As so much has already been written about 
the action of certain animal extracts, especi- 
ally that of the thyroid and allied glands, 
it will suffice here to call attention only 
to the facts that have been definitely proved 
and are now firmly established in the opin- 
ion of the profession, viz., that by their use 
a certain degree of artificial leucocytosis 
may be produced, and that, assuming that 
the white blood corpuscles are Nature’s 
scavengers of the blood, multiplying their 
number would naturally lead to the more 
speedy removal from the body of all nox- 
ious principles. It follows, therefore, that 
these remedies would have a very wide 
range of usefulness. As my experience with 
this class of remedies has been confined 
mainly to the nuclein solution, prepared ac- 
cording to the formula of Dr. Aulde, I will 
_ enumerate in this paper only cases in which 

I used this particular preparation. As to 
comments, I have forborne from making 
any, confining myself to the simple state- 
ment of facts as I have found them, and 
leaving to the profession to make what 
comments it may see fit. 

Mr. M., aet. 34 years, met with an acci- 
dent while riding a bicycle, which resulted 
in a fracture of the clavicle and several ribs. 
The fracture was due to a direct blow from 
the shaft of a wagon, and the amount of 
hemorrhage (subcutaneous) was enormous, 
threatening almost to burst the skin; but 
under the application of cold water dressing 
the size of the swelling was materially re- 
duced. When I first saw the patient, about 
six hours after the accident, I found a lump 
somewhat larger than a good-sized fist. 
This was still further reduced by the con- 
tinued use of cold water, but after five days 
it seemed to remain stationary, presenting a 
tumor as large as a fist. After a period of 
about fourteen days, having taken on vari- 
ous rainbow hues, the skin was beginning 
to get very thin over the tumor. I then 
gave the patient tablets of nuclein solution, 
one-third minim every hour, and when I 


again saw him, the next day, was very much 
astonished to notice a decided reduction in 
the size of the tumor, which entirely disap- 
peared in thirty-six hours. 

P. K., aet. 5 years. The face.and head 
were covered with boilsy due to improper 
diet. When restricted to a more rational 
diet and given one-third minim nuclein so- 
lution every hour, it was astonishing to see 
the boils disappear. After a few days the 
face was almost clean, and after the lapse of 
ten days the last boil had disappcared. 

Miss McD., aet. 30, presented herself for 
treatment, complaining of great debility, 
cough with profuse expectoration, hectic 
fever in the afternoons, followed by cold, 
clammy sweats. Physical examination re- 
vealed marked impairment of resonance 
over the apex of the right lung. There was 
also very marked dropsical swelling of the 
feet, reaching almost to the knees. Upon 
examination, no albumin was found in the 
urine. This patient, when placed upon one- 
third minim doses of nuclein solution every 
hour, improved so rapidly that she was able 
to return to her work in the factory after 
two weeks. When last seen, the dropsical 
swelling had entirely disappeared and the 
cough and expectoration had ceased en- 
tirely. 

Mrs. S., aet. 30, married and the mother 
of three children. First seen Nov. 25, 1895, 
suffering from very much enlarged abdo- 
men, due to dropsical effusion, dyspnea, 
etc. The history and other symptoms point- 
ed to tubercular peritonitis. This patient 
had been under the treatment of another 
physician, who had found it necessary to 
tap her, drawing off, according to the state- 
ment of the patient, a very large quantity of 
fluid. This gave her immediate relief, but 
as the fluid again appeared, her physician 
suggested an operation, which was to be 
more radical, and, as he hoped, would cure 
the disease. The operation was delayed on 
account of the absence in Europe of the 
operating surgeon, and the doctor was do- 
ing all he could to make the patient com- 
fortable in the meantime. This was the 
state of things when I was first called to see 
the patient, Nov. 25, 1895. I at once placed 
her on nuclein solution, three minims given 








hypodermically every day, and had the 
great satisfaction to see the swelling of the 
abdomen diminish very rapidly and to dis- 
appear after the lapse of two weeks. The 
general appearance of the patient had also 
improved greatly, and after continuing the 
nuclein solution by the mouth for two 
weeks more the patient was discharged 
cured. 

Mrs. B., aet. 35; a case of tuberculosis. 
Apices of both lungs involved; had repeated 
hemorrhages, with profuse expectoration; 
hectic, cold sweats, etc. She was placed 
upon nuclein solution, three minims hypo- 
dermically once a day, with an abatement in 
forty-eight hours and a total cessation after 
the fourth day of all fever and sweats. The 
expectoration became less profuse and the 
patient began to gain in flesh. In two 
months she increased from ninety-one to 
one hundred and one pounds, and her pres- 
ent weight is one hundred and five pounds. 
She is still under treatment; the lungs have 
cleared up very much and the cough is 
practically nil. 

Mrs. B., aet. 48, is a case very much like 
the above, only that the improvement has 
been more marked in the four months of 
treatment by nuclein solution. The patient 
has laid on flesh and to all appearances 
seems well, although she had a slight hem- 
orrhage, about two teaspoonfuls of blood, a 
week ago. She is still under treatment. In 
both of the above cases practically no other 
treatment was used than the nuclein solu- 
tion hypodermically. 

Mrs. A., aet. 38, a case of tuberculosis of 
the apex of right lung, just beginning to 
break down. The usual symptoms of hec- 
tic, sweats, etc., yielded at once to nuclein 
solution and after the lapse of three months 
patient entirely recovered, without any fur- 
ther manifestation of the disease after the 
expiration of nine months. 

Mr. S., aet. 38, a typical case of typhoid 
fever. Temperature reached 102 degrees F.; 
stools characteristic, also the eruption. Was 
placed on nuclein solution by the mouth, 
one-third minim every hour, and copper ar- 
senite, grain I-100, every two hours. After 
the first week the temperature never rose 
above 99 degrees F., and the case ran a 
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very mild course, the patient returning to 
his work (saloon-keeper) at the beginning 
of the fourth week. He returned for treat- 
ment at the end of the week, complaining 
of general weakness, without, however, any 
rise in temperature or other symptoms of 
the fever. A carefully selected, generous 
diet, with tonics, enabled him to return to 
work after the lapse of two weeks. 

L. T., aet. 5 years, presented the symp- 
toms of headache, very high fever (104 de- 
grees F.), slight sore throat, followed within 
twenty-four hours by an eruption, which left 
no doubt of the nature of the disease. Never 
having tried nuclein solution in cases of 
scarlet fever, I thought that a good oppor- 
tunity. The child had been given a few 
small doses of calomel when first seen, but 
as soon as the eruption appeared nuclein 
solution (one-third minim) was given every 
hour. No improvement was apparent until 
the evening of the third day, when the tem- 
perature showed Io1 degrees F., sore throat 
had disappeared and the patient appeared 
bright and inclined to eat. At the end of 
che week nothing could keep the child in 
bed, and desquamation was well under way 
and completed by the end of the second 
week. In other cases of eruptive fever of 
similar nature in which nuclein solution was 
used, the effects were gratifying in the ex- 
treme. 

Mr. T., aet. 45, was first seen three years 
ago,when he presented marked symptoms of 
diabetes mellitus. Under the usual treatment 
he improved very much, but, returned after 
a year with all the symptoms in an aggra- 
vated form, which again yielded to the for- 
mer treatment. After the lapse of another 
year, with all the symptoms worse than ever 
before, he was placed upon nuclein solution, 
one-third minim every hour, which, in two 
weeks, caused a marked diminution in the 
percentage of sugar—from 3 to I per cent. 
The nuclein was continued and at the ex- 
piration of one month sugar had entirely 
disappeared. A month later he reported 
with a specimen of urine which again con- 
tained a trace of sugar, and being again 
placed on nuclein, the same as before, with 
the addition of copper arsenite, grain 1-100 
every two hours, the sugar disappeared en- 
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tirely, not to return as yet, now six months. 

Miss W., aet 19, presented herself for 
treatment because she was getting so dark 
complexioned as to resemble a mulatto 
more than a white girl. This change of com- 
plexion was accompanied by general weak- 
ness, but otherwise the patient declared her- 
self perfectly well. Being rather pressed 
for time and not able to make a thorough 
examination of the case, I gave her some 
tablets of nuclein solution, one-third minim, 
directing her to take one every hour and to 
report in a week or ten days. To her de- 
light and my surprise the complexion was a 
number of shades lighter and she was feel- 
ing very much like her old self. A continu- 
ance of the nuclein solution for another ten 
days completely restored her to her former 
self, and, as her mother said, she could now 
go out with her daughter without people 
making remarks about that mulatto.

SIX CASES OF BRONCHITIS AND 
PNEUMONIA FOLLOWING 
WHOOPING COUGH.

On Aug. 3d I was called to see Tommy 


E., aged 7, the oldest of six children. He, 
with all the rest, had been suffering from 
whooping cough for about six weeks. I 
found him with a temperature of 103; quick 
respiration and pulse; traces of color in 
sputa; slight dullness in lower part of right 
lung. Diagnosis: slight pneumonia com- 
plicated with whooping cough. I put ten 
granules of the “defervescent compound” 
into twenty teaspoonfuls of water and di- 
rected one teaspoonful every half hour un- 
til fever began to abate, and then every 
hour. Also gave one granule of emetine 
every hour to loosen the cough. I then left 
saying I would call the next morning. I 
called the next day and found they had just 
sent for me to see another child but the 
messenger had missed me on the way. I 
found Tommy improved, with a tempera- 
ture of 102, and he was up and around the 
next day and has been all right ever since. 

I found Willie, a boy of five, with a tem- 


perature of 104; respirations 90; pulse so 
fast it could not be counted, with subcrepi- 
tant rales over both lungs. I readily saw 
that we had no time to lose and gave one 
granule of the “trinity” every fifteen min- 
utes for an hour until the pulse could be 
counted at about 190. 

I requested council and Dr. Carter, 
of Waukegan, responded very promptly 
and confirmed my diagnosis and treat- 
ment, except he thought the aconitine 
in the trinity granule was too depressing; 
but I assured him that the combination with 
digitalin and strychnine arseniate counter- 
acted this effect. I saw my patient again 
in the evening and the temperature was 103; 
respiration same, pulse 180 and over. He 
was at this time very much reduced in flesh 
from the whooping cough, just skin and 
bone. Dr. Carter suggested alcohol and 
quinine for external application, which was 
faithfully carried out. He remained about 
the same until about the 6th, when his gen- 
eral appearance seemed to be worse. Dr. 
Carter called again and his opinion was that 
it was only a question of a few hours when 
Willie would be no more; and so it ap- 
peared to us all, but we still continued the 
treatment with the addition of beef pepti- 
noids for nourishment. The temperature, 
however, was not allowed to rise above 103 
again. 

About this time the baby’s bowels began 
to trouble him. He had regular dysenteric 
discharges. I ordered a dose of oil, fol- 
lowed by copper arsenite in proper doses. 
We got control of this trouble inside of 
twenty-four hours. 

Willie seemed a little better on the 7th 
and 8th; respiration down to about 80, and 
pulse to 180; temperature 101. On_ the 
10th, he wanted potatoes, and they filled 
him up with all the new potatoes he wanted. 
That afternoon his bowels began to give 
him trouble and I gave him a solution of 
copper arsenite. That night his father 
came in saying his bowels were moving ev- 
ery few minutes, watery discharges, with 
some pain and traces of blood. I ordered a 
dose of oil and continued the copper arsen- 
ite. We had control of the dysenteric 
discharges inside of twenty-four hours but 
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there was a good deal of irritation of the 
lower bowel. Dr. Carter advised a tablet 
made by Mulford, the exact ingredients of 
which I have forgotten, also injection of 
borax water. These helped to allay the ir- 
ritation, but he is still troubled more or less. 
I ordered some nuclein granules but the 
package miscarried and Dr. Carter very 
kindly gave me some protonuclein tablets 
of which we gave half a tablet every four 
hours. 

His temperature at this time was about 
100 to 101; pulse 180; respiration 70. He 
remained in about the same condition until 
the 15th when he began to make some im- 
provement. On the 18th his temperature 
was normal for the first time; respiration 
from 45 to 60; pulse 160 to 180. He is 
now steadily improving. The 19th was the 
first time his pulse was as low as 140 and 
respiration 40. The most remarkable fact 
in this case, to me, is that the boy could live, 
for more than a week, with a respiration of 
go per minute and a pulse of 180 to 200, 
without a moment’s respite. 

About the 5th or 6th, the other three chil- 
dren came down with an attack of bron- 
chitis; temperature from 102 to 103, but we 
did not allow it to stay at that point very 
long. They yielded to treatment very nice- 
ly and only remained in bed from three to 
five days.

We went over the ground of the treat- 
ment of pneumonia so many times last sea- 
son that it would seem as if every reader of 
the Clinic must be fully posted; but many 
new members have joined our band since 
then, therefore, it is well that this subject 
has come up again at this time and Dr. 
Meacham’s paper is a good one to set us 
to thinking. 

What an experience, six cases in one fam- 
ily, and almost at one time! It is probable 
that they resulted largely from contagion. 
It is possible that the addition of the “heart 
tonic” granule would have prevented such 
excessive pulse rates but it is hard to say. 
The cardiac muscle is always much weak- 
ened by protracted whooping cough. Had 
the author had an opportunity to treat the 


whooping cough in its incipiency it prob- 
ably would have been much modified and 
subsequent illness entirely prevented.—Ed. 


THE THERAPEUTICS OF GLONOIN.

Doubtless many of the readers of the 
Clinic have begun the use of certain of the 
active principles with much __ timidity, 
mainly because they had no practical ex- 
perience as to therapeutic effects and were 
unable to find desired information in the or- 
dinary reference books at the command of 
most of us. Such has been my experience, 
and any summary of the uses of one of our 
“arms of precision” is carefully read. Trust- 
ing that my experience and research may 
not be devoid of value, I briefly note some 
of the many uses of glonoin. 

The excellent remarks of Dr. Farr in the 
May, 1896, Clinic | shall try not to duplicate 
—and they are worth rereading. I like Dr. 
Abbott’s axiomatic remark that “Glonoin 
relieves congestion.” There we have much 
in a few words. But anyone who is just be- 
ginning to use it wants to read the details. 
I think that many physicians fear to push 
glonoin to a dosage large enough to do 
good. The name “Nitroglycerin” uncon- 
sciously suggests uncontrollable power, 
which may do more harm than good. This 
is an erroneous idea, and few drugs are real- 
ly so easily under the control of the pre- 
scriber. 

Moreover, Shaller states that ordinary 
therapeutic doses have probably never pro- 
duced fatal result, and while symptoms dis- 
agreeable and alarming to the patient may 
sometimes be produced by too large a dose, 
these rapidly subside as the circulatory sys- 
tem regains its equilibrium. And in cases 
where we are compelled to boldly push the 
drug we learn to look for the beginnings of 
the peculiar head pain “as though an iron 
band were being pressed about it tighter 
and tighter” as a valuable index of the in- 
dividual’s power of tolerance of ‘t; and when 
this appears we know that for the present 
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moment at least we are giving as large a 
dose as can probably do any good. 

Old Dr. Minot of Harvard . Medical 
School used to say to his class that were he 
cast ashore Crusoe-like on some island of 
the sea, where the sick were plenty and 
drugs were few, he should pray God for a 
gallon of the tincture of iron. In similar 
circumstances I am sure my dosimetrically 
inclined heart would rather yearn for a 
thousand granules of glonoin. 

Looking over my case books, I am con- 
vinced that in the early use of glonoin I 
sometimes did not push the remedy far 
enough, being satisfied with giving 1-100 
of a grain once in four or more hours with- 
out regard to the effect produced—if any. 
It is needless to say that this was in the days 
before the Clinic, whose readers now mea- 
sure doses by the only rational standard, 
their effect on the patient, and not by the 
dosage-table in the appendix of their ther- 
apeutics. 

Readers of Shaller will remember his dic- 
tum—that “good results do not follow the 
use of this remedy unless flushing of the 
face, fullness of the head, or increase of the 
heart’s action is produced,” and as the ef- 
fects of a dose will pass away within an 
hour, we must, therefore, when we wish a 
continuous action for any length of time, 
give it both in sufficient dose and with suf- 
ficient frequency to produce the effect de- 
sired. 

It is doubtful if personal experience is al- 
ways the best teacher, the old proverb not- 
withstanding, but certainly her teachings 
are the best remembered, and reference to 
the use of glonion in a case of pneumonia 
following la grippe may be of interest. 

A woman, aged 74 years, was taken with 
the neuralgic type,and I put her upon hour- 
ly doses of gelseminine (following a plan 
of treatment suggested by Dr. Aulde some 
years ago). As she was, when in ordinary 
health, exceedingly feeble and with a weak 
heart, she also had strych. sulph., gr. 1-60, 
thrice a day. After three days of the typical 
grippe symptoms, a slight chill, with em- 
barrassed and rapid respiration, heralded 
the establishment of a pneumonia of the 


right lung (which in due time brick-dust ex- 
pectoration and physical signs proved). A 
temperature of 104 degrees, respiration 40, 
and a weak intermitting pulse of 120, with 
already beginning cyanosis, made it evident 
that something more vigorous than “ex- 
pectant treatment’ was necessary. The 
strychnine was continued, and kept up un- 
til convalescence. Glonoin, 1-250, was giv- 
en at once, and a solution containing aco- 
nitine (amorph.), 1-500, and glonoin, 1-500, 
was ordered each hour. These hourly doses 
of glonoin were given with some fear and 
trembling, but the next morning, finding 
that they had not proved disastrous and that 
the patient had held her own, the dose of 
glonoin was increased to I-250 every two 
hours, and then to 1-100 every three hours, 
and this dosage was kept up until the fever 
subsided by crisis on the 8th day of the 
pneumonia, and the consolidated lung be- 
gan to clear up. 

The first dose of glonoin caused some 
flushing of the face, and strengthened the 
heart beat within ten minutes. The next 
dozen doses, though small, doubtless were 
an aid in sustaining the heart; and certainly 
the larger doses which the patient had for 
the rest of the attack kept the pulse strong 
and full and contributed to the sustention 
of the circulatory apparatus—aided, of 
course, by the strychnine—and at no time 
thereafter had I cause to fear approaching 
heart failure. 

The successful termination of this case, 
occurring at a season when pneumonia in 
the aged treated by the “expectant” plan 
was almost sure to result fatally, did much 
to give me faith in glonoin and strychnine. 

The magical effects we can often get from 
the use of this drug in bronchial asthma 
warrant its early trial. In a new patient, 
start with gr. 1-250 and increase dosage 
rapidly until relief comes or the limit of tol- 
erance is reached. 

In measles, when the eruption comes 
tardily and (in spite of aconitine) the skin 
is pallid and dry, a few doses of glonoin, 
gr. 1-250 to gr. I-100, according to size and 
age of the patient, will dilate the vessels of 
the skin, cause a flush, and often the ap- 
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pearance of the rash —thus relieving the 
anxiety of parents and increasing the repu- 
tation of the attendant. 


It has often seemed to me that a better 
diuretic action was obtained in the drop- 
sical cases of advanced heart disease when 
glonoin was given in combination with 
digitalis, than when the digitalis was given 
alone—and it is certainly an improvement 
on the old combination of digitalis, potass, 
nitrate and squills. Only last mouth I stop 
ped all other medication in a case of ad- 
vanced mitral disease with dilatation, where 
oedema was excessive, functions of abdo- 
minal organs greatly impaired from pres- 
sure, and death apparently only a matter of 
a few days. Digitalin alone, and digitalin 
and strychnine had seemed to produce no 
effect. The pulse was 130; respiration 40. 
Digitalin, gr. 2-67; glonoin, gr. I-250, was 
given every two hours, and as much con- 
centrated liquid nourishment as the patient 
would take (a small amount, equal in food 
value to possibly 14 pts. milk). In four days 
the pulse had fallen to 60, the amount of 
urine increased from 8 oz, per day to 22 02.; 
oedema of limbs much less, and breathing 
better. The drugs were continued in same 
dosage but at three-hour intervals, with a 
good result—the dropsy gradually subsid- 
ing and the action of the heart getting 
stronger. The amount of food now taken 
is equal (in food value) to a quart of milk 
per day, and I anticipate a period of com- 
parative comfort for the patient, though 
holding out no promise of cure or long free- 
dom from a return of the circulatory feeble- 
ness. 


But I am getting too prosy and will stop 
quoting cases. As regards form of prepara- 
tion, I am somewhat doubtful as to the re- 
liability of the ordinary tablet triturate of 
the shops. Unless freshly made there can 
be no certainty that the full strength is re- 
tained. The granule, however, seems cer- 
tain—in my experience has always been of 
full therapeutic power—and I use it almost 
exclusively.

INFANTILE ECLAMPSIA. 
Controlled by the Alkaloids Hypodermic- 
ally Administered. 
sy Dr. J. D. Justice. 

Aug. 8th, Nellie H., aged four years and 
six months, complained of headache, occip- 
ital region; otherwise in apparent good 
health. Toward 3 p. m. the pain got worse 
in back of head and she had an additional 
pain in left knee, yet she kept on playing 
about the premises, sometimes bareheaded 
in the sun, at other times in the house. At 
4 o’clock she lay down and in a few min- 
utes her mother noticed that her eyes were 
wide open and she could not talk. Nearly 
one hour later I saw her and there had been 
no relaxation from the first spasm. 

Her eyes were fixed in a vacant stare, 
looking upward and to the right, pupils 
widely open. A general fixation of the re- 
spiratory muscles as if the pneumogastrics 
had been cut; skin hot and cyanosed; pulse 
quick and the heart beat in a tired way. 

I hastily measured twenty-four teaspoon- 
fuls of hot water into a glass, to which ] 
added six granules, gr. 1-134, of aconitine 
amorph; six of hyoscyamine, gr. 1-250, and 
fifteen of gelseminine, gr. 1-250, adding one 
carmine granule, all of the Abbott Alka- 
loidal Co.’s make. The solution of the 
granules was rapid and I carried teaspoon- 
ful well back into her throat but it was im- 
mediately lost out of the corners of her 
mouth, some getting into the trachea, 
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causing difficult breathing. A second at- 
tempt met like failure. The child appeared 
to be sinking. I had her stripped of all 
clothing and ordered mustard along the 
spine, ice to head and an enema given while 
I gave a hypodermic syringeful of the solu- 
tion in her thigh and repeated it every fif- 
teen minutes. 

Before the time for the next dose the 
nurse had obtained a slight action of her 
bowels with the enema. A few minutes af- 
ter the second hypodermic the little sufferer 
seemed, for the first time, to fill her lungs. 
Almost immediately following the third 
hypodermic dose there developed a general 
clonic convulsion; the jaws had to be held 
off of her tongue with a piece of cork, but to 
my satisfaction there was to be seen a gen- 
eral pinkish glow over skin surface. Let 
me say here that the mustard plaster was 
taken off in ten or fifteen minutes and ice 
cold water constantly applied on cloths over 
the now pink streak left along her back by 
the sinapism. 

About the time for the fourth hypodermic 
the convulsive movements were greatest in 
the muscles of the right side of face and 
the left leg and arm. Shortly after the fifth 
dose the skin was slightly moist and of a 
beautiful pink from head to foot, and her 
breathing got easy with the first relaxation 
of her masseter muscles; and in precisely 
one hour and ten minutes from the first 
hypodermic the eclamptic condition stopped 
as suddenly as it came, leaving her in a 
happy looking sleep. Water was now at- 
tempted per orem and she swallowed. This 
nearly completes the story. The remainder 
of the medicine was given with a teaspoon 
and I added, in a separate glass, a des- 
sertspoonful of seidlitz salt and water to fill 
it half full and ordered the solution in table- 
spoonful doses every hour till bowels moved 
freely, giving also six granules of calomel, 
gr. 1-6 each, one to be given every hour. 

As she regained consciousness the orig- 
inal red mixture was ordered given hourly 
to two hours apart and to discontinue if 
proper improvement came on. Recovery 
was complete and rapid. The father in- 
formed me the next morning that the child 


awoke naturally at 11 o’clock, seven hours 
from first appearance of a convulsion and 
five and a half hours from their sudden ces- 
sation. At the child’s usual time for rising 
she got up and wanted her clothes but was 
kept quiet for two days lest the damage 
done by the prolonged congestion of the 
brain and cord should light up a lesion. 
During the night her bowels acted free- 
ly and thoroughly. 

I send this report for the readers of our 
most valuable Clinic entirely on its merits if 
it has any. The case is of a kind that I 
have seen treated by chloroform inhala- 
tions to control the contortions and relax 
the system enough to get the effect of 
drugs introduced somewhere — if refused 
per orem then they were given per rectum. 
I have seen them die. I have seen them 
recover in many instances but not in two 
days except in those very common cases 
of such a mild character that there were but 
one or two explosions of the unstable ner- 
vous system often requiring no particular 
treatment more than a dose of castor oil. I 
should here remark that Nellie H.’s tem- 
perature registered 104 taken in the axilla 
immediately after first hypodermic injec- 
tion and when taken one hour later it was 
lowered to 101. Such is the effect of our 
arms of accuracy and precision—aconitine, 
hyoscyamine and gelseminine—principles 
so pure that they may be given with the 
hypodermic syringe in aqueous solution 
whenever necessity requires. There is little 
left for us but to watch for the blushing 
skin as the first positive evidence that the 
previous capillary contraction that origi- 
nated the alarming cyanosis, is giving place 
to a dilation that will allow all the nerve 
centers to take up normal activity.

APOPLEXY.

While in Cuba, Spanish Honduras, about 
the fifteenth of September, 1895, 1 was 
called to see a native Caribbean who 
had been taken with a severe fit, I was 
informed, about three hours before. 
[ went with the messenger and found a pow- 
erfully built black fellow lying on some 
planks in a cabin. He was insensible, pulse 
40, breathing stertorous and very loud. | 
found Dr. H. had seen him, so I sent for 
him. He had seen him soon after he fell 
in a fit on the beach in front of-the town, 
and had given some calomel but was uncer- 
tain if he had swallowed any. I proposed 
to try dosimetry upon him, which being 
readily agreed upon, I took five granules of 
glonoin and six of atropine (Abbott’s), dis- 
solved them in two teaspoonfuls of warm 
water, and Dr. H. and I each injected a 
dose into the right and left arm. We made 
an appointment to meet again in two hours 
and found the patient materially better. 
Pulse 48, breathing improved, still totally 
insensible. Gave him injection, four each 
of glonoin and atropine, and left him. This 
was about sunset. Next morning, soon after 
sunrise, we visited the Caribbean and found 
him sitting upon his bed and looking around 
the room. Right side completely paralyzed; 
eye, arm and leg utterly useless. Turning 
himself so that he could see us with his left 
eye, he was propped against the wall of the 
house; we saw he was sensible. He took 
his left hand and raised his useless right 
arm and examined it carefully by feeling, 
then turning a little to the left he accident- 
ally let the right arm fall. It dropped upon 
his right thigh. He twisted his body 
against the wall and turned his left 
eye to me, asking by his eye plainly, 
what in the mischief was the matter. 
T never in my life saw such a ques- 
tioning look. His tongue was para- 


lyzed and he could not speak a word. He 
was given a good purgative and ordered any 
proper nutriment. All communication was 
held through an interpreter. He improved 
daily in appetite, but was removed by his 
family soon, and we lost sight of the case, 
hearing once that he was slowly improving.

PATHOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS 
OF THE FEMALE PELVIC 
ORGANS.

(Fourth Paper.) 





It has already been remarked that pelvic 
congestion and inflammation occur both 
in the acute and chronic forms, and that 
congestion is preliminary to as well as con- 
comitant with all forms of pelvic disease, 
and that the ovaries, uterus and vagina and 
their linings and coverings may continue to 
suffer from this form of disease. It is plain 
that the various degrees and combinations 
of these states, in the several parts named, 
will necessarily give a multiplicity of symp- 
toms according as the sympathetic or gan- 
glionic and cerebro-spinal system of nerves 
and the sensory filaments connected with 
them are affected and in proportion as func- 
tion is interfered with. The voluntary mus- 
cular power and the emotions become im- 
plicated in their mysterious connections 
with the pelvic organs, according as the 
congestion or inflammation merges into 
other forms of disorder. When these con- 
ditions are allowed to go to a great length, 
we have a condition called chronic inflam- 
mation. 

We shall not attempt here an explanation 
of the difference or distinction between 
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congestion and inflammation, for to define 
this would not be an easy matter nor is, it 
necessary to a practical understanding of 
the matter in hand. Any disturbance in 
capillary circulation, be it ever so small, in- 
terrupts nature’s processes and if they oc- 
cur sufficiently often and be long continued, 
morbid products are retained in the inter- 
cellular spaces and this requires a proper 
degree of inflammation as a physiologic ac- 
tion to remove and expel them. 

We shall not now enter upon the interest- 
ing subject of leucocytes, pathogenic germs 
or toxines, neither shall we here refer to the 
probable use in some cases of nuclein, but it 
may be remarked that the establishment of 
an appreciable area of disease, which 
spreads more and more according to the 
state of the tissues, can be immediately pre- 
vented, as before remarked, by suitable and 
sufficiently active treatment. 

When the area of inflammation becomes 
sufficiently large and destruction of cells is 
established, the heat of the body becomes 
abnormally great, and what we call fever is 
produced, and by decomposition of morbid 
products, we may have auto-septicemia. 
This doubtless occurs oftener than many 
are aware, and hence the convenient name 
“malaria” is given to the disorder, when 
quinine, arsenic and the coal tar products in 
large doses are given, to the great destruc- 
tion of the patient’s vitality. The principal 
analgesic and antipyretic of the aniline 
group, which the writer trusts for safety, 
and this in very moderate doses, is lactophe- 
nin combined with the dosimetric seidlitz 
salt, especially where a laxative effect is 
needed; conjointly with this the exhibition 
of strychnine arseniate, when general vital- 
ity needs particularly to be maintained; and 
this is given dosimetrically, which means 
promptly and carefully, watching its effects. 

Jugulation of acute diseases at their onset 
is one of the most important results in mod- 
ern medicine, and to dosimetric practition- 
ers belongs the honor of introducing this 
method. Through dosimetry, pathological 
lesions can be averted, at least very many of 
them. : é 
With regard to chronic affections, the 


physician may still be the interpreter, but 
he is not in all cases the master—nay, far 
from it. Still, in these cases it is possible 
to arrest further progress of the inflamma- 
tion and thus prevent the development of 
morbid growths or other degenerations of 
tissue, as for instance fibroids, etc., which 
not only increase the size and weight of the 
womb and interfere with function, but inter- 
fere with other organs as well. These forms 
of disease are greatly varied and differently 
located. Each variation of location will, of 
course, afford a variety of symptoms. If it 
be in the womb, we may have hemorrhage; 
if in the ovaries, prolonged and painful men- 
struation, menorrhagia, sensitiveness to 
touch per vaginam,and otherwise, and, also, 
reflex nervous phenomena of serious char- 
acter, The pathology of some of these cases 
is still but little understood. 

Treatment: There are cases, of course, 
where surgical interference becomes neces- 
sary. Often the removal of. diseased ap- 
pendages arrests the menstrual function and 
restores the patient to vigorous health, even 
after years of invalidism. Of this the writer 
has had ample proof in cases so treated. 

A case of fibroid uterus suffered, under 
treatment of another physician, six long 
years from uterine hemorrhage, and, 
towards the latter part of that time, with 
severe renal disorder, together with hema- 
turia and albuminuria. Your scribe was 
called to take charge of the case. Under the 
use of sedatives and tonics, patient recov- 
ered sufficiently to be removed to the hos- 
pital, where the operation of removal was 
made, and in two months thereafter this 
lady was restored to comparative health. 
The operation was done under very un‘avor- 
able circumstances as to the patient’s gen- 
eral health, but in the hands of the expe- 
ditious and skillful gynecologist and sur- 
geon selected, the patient, now nearly two 
years later, enjoys perfect health. This pa- 
tient was about fifty-two years of age, but 
oh, how much better it would have been to 
have prevented these degenerative changes 
by timely and efficient treatment in the re- 
moval of the irritative causes—mechanical, 
physical, chemical or biological. 
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The biological or germs do not directly 
cause the effect, but their products, the pto- 
maines, or toxines, do. Whatever the nat- 
ure of the irritant may be, however, the re- 
action is the same. The irritation first pro- 
duces debility, then congestion and disten- 
tion of the smaller blood vessels, causing in- 
crease of pressure; thus the corpuscles are 
forced out of the vessels, and the kind of 
morbid tissue formed will be in accordance 
with the kind of structure acted upon by the 
irritant. 

If the congestion is not removed suffi- 
ciently early, leucocytes will be thrown out 
in great numbers, sufficient to build up new 
tissue. Following congestion we have 
swelling, due to escape of serum into the 
connective tissue; redness, due to the pres- 
sure of red corpuscles; pain, caused by the 
pressure on the nerves of sensation and 
heat, because of the amount of blood in the 
part being increased. 

Acute inflammation is due to a violent 
irritation,the action being rapid. Chronic in- 
flammation involves a comparatively longer 
time, the irritation at no time being strong 
enough to destroy the morbid products and 
cause their removal, but only to build fi- 
brous tissue. There is congestion, however, 
in all forms of inflammation. We have al- 
ready noticed the two forms of congestion. 
If the congestion is continued for a long 
time, this same process will produce fibroids. 
The size and weight of some portion of the 
womb is thus increased. This effect occurs 
more frequently in a portion of the organ 
only, as the anterior or posterior of the neck, 
body or fundus. The ovaries are often 
affected in a similar manner. 

These forms of disease beihg greatly 
varied and differently located, a great variety 
of symptoms* are caused as a matter of 
course, and these aid us in our diagnosis of 
the different forms of disease. Not only this, 
but they also aid us in arriving at the ra- 
tional conclusion as regards treatment. In 
ordering treatment the physician sometimes 
contents himself with expectancy. Asa

friend of mine recently said to me, “I will 
not employ medicines in suspected cases of 
uterine tumors because they sometimes get 
well of themselves, and I might, by employ- 
ing medicines, be deceived into thinking 
that I have made cures by their use.” But 
others again will not use them through fear 
of doing harm. All these difficulties disap- 
pear in dosimetry, because the remedies go 
straight to the mark without any delay or 
danger, since it employs only the alkaloids 
and other active principles, etc., which may 
be relied upon. 

Let us suppose a case of acute pyrexia 
without as yet localized symptoms and be- 
fore a diagnosis is possible. What does the 
ordinary practitioner do? He confines him- 
self to a few dietetic measures and waits. 
But in a few hours after, that is to say during 
the interval which has elapsed between his 
first and second visit, the danger has de- 
clared itself and he may be too late to do 
any service. Cerebral, abdominal or thor- 
acic symptoms now appear; the disease has 
taken the form of meningitis, carditis, pneu- 
monia or gastro-enteritis, and must be fol- 
lowed through all its stages, unless indeed 
the patient slips through his fingers; a seri- 
ous loss both to the family and to the medi- 
cal man. 

No time is lost in dosimetric practice. 
The physician being called, hurries off to 
the patient with case in hand, ascertains the 
general condition and treats the symptomnis 
he finds necessary to be met. He therefore 
very often gives, seeing that the digestive 
system is disordered, first of all a dose of 
seidlitz salt or something equivalent; and in 
order that they may be given when the 
prima via is cleared, prescribes, or leaves 
in the hands of the nurse, a few of the defer- 
vescent granules such as strychnine, aconi- 
tine, veratrine, digitalin, hyscyamine, 
etc., explaining at the same time what they 
are for and how they are to be used. Where 
pain exists an analgesic may be left with 
proper directions for its use—one or two 
granules every quarter of an hour or every 
half hour according to the urgency of the 
case, with directions to discontinue them as 
soon as the fever subsides or the pain, as 
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the case may be, is relieved. Thanks to 
this prompt medication, the physician on 
the following day finds his patient free from 
fever, or nearly so, and comparatively com- 
fortable every way. If it be a case of erup- 
tive fever, the eruption is developed and 
there are no complications to be found. If 
it be a case of typhoid the cure will be 
slower, but it will rarely exceed a week or 
two in its duration. Should it be a case of 
inflammation of the internal organs, all dan- 
ger disappears for we prevent the disease 
from passing into the stage of pathologic 
organization through diapedesis of the 
corpuscles. The jugulation of disease is an 
easy matter if taken in time. 

The first law of dosimetric medicine is 
that of time. To acute diseases oppose an 
acute treatment, that is to say the more rap- 
idly a disease progresses the more rapid 
should be our application of medicines. 
There is no danger to be apprehended as 
the fever constitutes a resistance to the rem- 
edies used for its reduction and we must 


push them to the utmost limits of their ac- 
tion, if need be, or until the fever yields. 
My practice, however, is never to leave with 
the patient or nurse more granules than are 


necessary to last until my return, This may 
be from eight to twelve doses of the remedy. 
By this precaution we run no risk of dan- 
gerous effects from our medicaments. Thre 
same rules and management apply to other 
diseases, as acute rheumatism, typhoid fe- 
ver, diarrhea, pneumonia or other diseases 
of an acute nature. 

In chronic diseases the physician is not 
pressed for time, since a disease that has 
been slow in its development can only pro- 
gress slowly. But here also we should em- 
ploy active measures and not confine our- 
selves to the usual method of treatment just 
to satisfy conscience when more modern 
measures offer reasonable proof of their su- 
periority. Do not do as the physician said 
whom I just quoted; for fear of giving credit 
to a remedy undeservedly he would not give 
any; better by far this mistake than that of 
letting a patient grow worse or die for want 
of a remedy. The physician often renders 
his chance of a cure of no avail by declaring 


that nothing can be done. How often have 
patients with pulmonary tuberculosis been 
left to die because the physician considered 
the disease incurable. We may not be able 
to prevent the growth of the germs or their 
effect,* but we may be able ultimately to de- 
stroy their toxines and prevent them from 
being distributed throughout the system; 
just as in the case of rank weeds in the field 
~we may not be able to destroy their growth 
at once and entirely, but we may be en- 
abled by perseverance with efficient and ap- 
proved agents to prevent their evolution and 
the multiplication of their seeds. 
Tuberculosis evidently originates in a viti- 
ated condition of the blood through debil- 
ity both local and general. What we need 
to do by all means is to improve the general 
health, at the same time we must remove the 
causes of irritation. For these means we 
possess the arseniates with their various 
combinations, asforinstance with strychnine 
when there is constitutional or acquired de- 
bility ; with iron when this article is required 
for anemia; and with the hypophosphites for 
the same and similar purposes and also the 
alternatives of various kinds when necessary 
to counteract the strumous diathesis, Tu- 
bercular infection may be prevented by the 
use of the various balsams and terebinthin- 
ate preparations,also by the use of guaiacol, 
creasote, iodoform, helenin, hydrochloric 
acid, eucalyptus, tar, etc., etc., and perhaps 
by the new remedy actol, or lactate of silver. 
Not that we have many cases of tuber- 
culosis occurring as a primary disease in the 
pelvic organs, but the ordinary diseases 
and derangements of the organs in the pel- 
vic cavity no doubt greatly predispose 
young wonien to this disease by deranging 
the system at large and creating a morbid 
tendency in the circulating fluids. Very 
trifling inflammatory causes easily over- 
come by one in health produce in them a 
lasting impression. Poor blood and a 
weak-walled vascular system are effective

allies; scrofulous inflammations begin with 
a hyperemia in the commencement of which 
the veins and the capillaries are excessively 
dilated, the blood current being retarded in 
the relaxed vessels the same mischief results 
as previously stated herein, only that still 
further degenerative changes take place and 
pulmonary tubercles form.

THE TREATMENT OF CANCER BY 
ESCHAROTICS.

For years it has been the aim of those 
interested in pathological research, to dis- 
cover a systemic remedy for the success- 
ful treatment of cancer. In the future this 
may be realized; but at the present time 
no such remedy has been discovered, and 
when a malignant tumor exists, its removal 
is dependent upon some active intervention 
by the physician or surgeon. 

I will not say that treatment in the form 
of internal medication is not of value in 
dealing with this dread malady; on the con- 
trary, I believe it to be a valuable auxiliary 
to whatever form of procedure is adopied by 
the medical attendant. 

The removal of a malignant growth must 
be accomplished by one of two methods; 
either by a surgical operation or by an es- 
charotic in some form. It is not the pur- 
pose of this article to advocate the practice 
of one of these methods, to the exclusion 
of the other. It is just as irrational to say 
that the knife is the only method of pro- 
cedure in these cases as it is to condemn the 
method by caustics; both have their advo- 
cates, the practitioners of each meeting 
ake with successes and failures. 

It is my purpose to take up the treatment 
of cancer by escharotics, and to give what 
seems to be the most rational treatment by 
this method. The etiology, pathology, di- 
agnosis, etc., will be found in text books, 
and will not be touched upon here. 

All malignant diseases cannot be treat- 
ed by this method, as those affecting the 
internal organs, bones, etc., and no attempt 
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should ever be made upon the thyroid gland 
or larynx, and rarely upon the vagina. 

The treatment of cancer of the breast has 
long been a lucrative field for the charlatan 
who quickly recognized and took advan- 
tage of the dread that most sufferers from 
this disease have of the knife, and how wil- 
ling they are to adopt any method that is 
offered as a substitute. But there are many 
physicians of note who have adopted and 
prefer this method wherever _ practicable; 
among them, Dr. Bougard, of Brussels, 
whose formula for a cancer paste is without 
doubt one of ‘the very best. Its composi- 
tion is as follows: 

Wheat flour, 60 grams; starch, 60; ar- 
senic, 1; cinnabar, 5; sal ammoniac, 5; cor- 
rosive sublimate, 50 centigrams; solution of 
chloride of zinc (zinc 52 parts, water 48), 
245 grams. 

The first six ingredients are separately 
ground in a mortar to a fine powder, 
mixed and the solution of chloride of zinc 
slowly poured in, the whole being rapidly 
stirred that no lumps may be formed. A 
thick layer of this paste is spread on ab- 
sorbent cotton and left in position twenty- 
four hours, if necessary, until the growth 
has been entirely destroyed. Often but one 
application is needed. Cocaine may be 
added to the paste in sufficient quantity to 
make its use comparatively painless. 

The ulcer may afterwards be dressed with 
balsam of Peru, or, what is still better, an 
ointment made by adding two drachms of 
Reed & Carnrick’s protonuclein special to 
one ounce of lanolin, or even dusting the 
dry powder on the ulcerated surface. This 
dressing should be applied at least twice 
daily, the ulcer first being thoroughly 
cleansed with hot water, which hastens the 
absorption of the powder, or by peroxide 
of hydrogen, which rapidly evaporates, be- 
ing on this account preferable to any other 
antiseptic solution which might destroy the 
properties of the protonuclein. “There is 
one thing,” says Daniel Lewis, of the New 
York Cancer Hospital, “that should always 
be remembered in treating this kind of an 
ulcer, and that is that healing under a scab 
can never be trusted.” 
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The treatment by Bougard’s paste is thor- 
oughly aseptic and deaths from sepsis, 
pyemia, septicemia, erysipelas, etc., are far 
less common than after cutting operations. 
Bougard, in applying his paste to one hun- 
dred and sixty-two breast tumors, did not 
lose a single patient; results that have never 
been reached by any other treatment. 

Another paste that has been much used 
and was first recommended by Dr. Alex- 
ander Marsden, of the London Cancer Hos- 
pital, is composed as follows: 

Arsenious acid two parts, mucilage of 
acacia one part; this is mixed into a thick 
paste. The pain attending the use of this 
preparation is often quite severe, unless co- 
caine be mixed with it. In applying this 
paste, only a small area, one or two inches 
square, should be treated at once. It should 
be applied on cotton and left until the parts 
around look somewhat red and_ swollen, 
when it should be removed and a line of de- 
marcation will be noticed surrounding the 
area treated. The time required is from 
one to four days. Warm poultices should 
then be applied until the slough separates, 
which usually takes about. a week; after 
which the same process should be repeated 
until the disease is removed. Then the 
protonuclein ointment may be used, as af- 
ter Bougard’s paste, or a ten per cent 
aristol ointment made up with vaseline. 

This latter paste, although much used, 
has no advantage over Bougard’s, and sev- 
eral disadvantages; one in particular being 
that it takes much longer to accomplish the 
desired result. 

Another paste that is often used with 
excellent effect is composed of zinc chloride 
12 grains; morphine sulphate 5 grains; co- 
caine hydrochlorate 3 grains; flour and 
water in sufficient quantity to make a paste. 
Cover the parts to be removed to the thick- 
ness of one-eighth of an inch, protecting 
the sound parts by cotton wet with a saturat- 
ed solution of soda bicarb. This paste should 
be allowed to remain from six to eighteen 
hours, depending on the depth of tissue to 
be destroyed. When the tissues have been 
killed to the bottom of the diseased struc- 
tures, apply hot fomentations containing 
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corrosive sublimate 1-10,000 (a hot poultice 
may be used if preferred). In a few hours 
the slough will come away. Then dress as 
in the former method. 


Should the first application of any of 
these pastes fail to remove all of the dis- 
eased tissues, trim off the parts killed with 
a sharp knife and re-apply the paste. 

In the case of a small, warty growth, ro- 
dent ulcer, etc., Jenning’s paste may be used 
viz.: hydrochlorate of cocaine 3I grains; 
caustic potash 93 grains; vaseline 123 
grains. 

It is well to have a bottle of acetic acid 
at hand to limit its action as soon as desired. 

A counterant used by Dr. MacRay of 
Edinburgh may take the place of Jennings’ 
paste in epithelial cancer. It consists of 
four parts of corrosive sublimate combined 
with thirty of glycerin.- This should be 
applied to the part and allowed to remain 
four hours, the application being followed 
by a warm water dressing or poultice; the 
eschar sloughs in from four to six days. 

To secure good results in the treatment 
of cancer by the caustic method, it should 
be begun early in the course of the disease, 
before the glandular system has become af- 
fected; otherwise an operative procedure is 
imperative, as this treatment would prove 
ineffectual in affording more than tempor- 
ary relief, for no one would think of attack- 
ing the glands of the axilla or other re- 
gions with a caustic paste. 

In cancer involving a mucous surface, as 
the lip, great care must be exercised to pre- 
vent poisoning by absorption. The knife 
is oftener preferred in such cases. 

In addition to the local treatment of can- 
cer a carefully selected systemic treatment 
should also be instituted, which must be 
followed up for a long period, from three 
to six months in most cases. The follow- 
ing is an excellent plan for internal medica- 
tion: Nuclein (Aulde) granules, m. 1-12, six 
four times a day. Calcium sulphide gr. 1-6, 
four granules three times a day for the first 
month, and twice a day for the second 
month, after which once a day will suffice. 
Arseniate of strychnine, gr. 1-134, three 
granules four times a day, unless counter- 














indicated after prolonged use, as evidenced 
by muscular twitching. 

Reed & Carnrick’s protonuclein tablets 
may be used with marked advantage, one 
every three hours, in place of nuclein solu- 
tion or granules. In some cases arseniate of 
iron may be used with advantage. 

In the treatment of cancer, the physician 
must use his best judgment. If he employs 
escharotics he must use them freely, that 
the diseased tissues may be completely de- 
stroyed; otherwise his efforts, that might 
be crowned with success, will prove a griev- 
ous disappointment to both himself and 
patient.

ON “NATURAL SEX LIFE 
AND ITS ABUSES.”

(Part III.) 

It may be asked, then, how should we 
govern ourselves—what is right, as well as 
natural? As said in my previous article, 
however, I am not a professional moralist 
beyond the one simple point that | believe 
it ridiculous, yes, criminal, to deny facts. 
Reyond this point, therefore, each is at lib- 
erty to draw his own conclusions as led by 
individual character, knowledge and expe- 
rience. The physician, however, who pre- 
fers to follow artificial law which is antago- 
nistic to the immutable and changeless laws 
of nature is more of a diplomatist than an 
honest practitioner. But whatever conclu- 
sions may be drawn, and however poorly I 
may arrange idea and word, the confidence 
which leads me to take this conspicuous po- 
sition is born of a spirit of scientific prog- 
ress as arrayed against all forms of ignor- 
ant and helpless prostitution. And the 
thoughts themselves are by no means the 
outgrowth of an impulse of the moment. 
While it is difficult, therefore, to state ex- 
actly what is right, as well as natural, and 
difficult also for one to judge for another, 
vet by analogy we can help both our com- 
prehension and judgment. 

For instance, I have said that two mag- 
netically mated beings, on the sex plane, 
form a battery. I thus make arbitrary use 
of the term battery, but it is the most de- 
scriptive and scientific term that I can think 
of in this connection. For, as superior as is

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the nervo-magnetic energy to electrical en- 
ergy, the same underlying law governs the 
fundamental action of each; and, in an ex- 
act sense (irrespective of the side issues of 
character, ability, etc), the man is the posi- 
tive element—the active element, the elemen: 
which cannot act unless it feels so inclined, 
and the element which most quickly feels 
any polarization that may be taking place 
to check the action of the forces between 
himself and his mate. Physically, also, his 
forces are more largely of the brain—his 
grasp upon subjects is more of a compre- 
hensive grasp than one of detail—his emo- 
tions are powerful but better controlled — 
his physical body is of coarser construction, 
more coarsely supplied with blood, fiber 
and uerve tendrils—his power of physica! 
sensation, therefore, is less acute and Icss 
easily governed, and more apt to lack con- 
trol under the influence of physical pain; 
while his power for physical exertion is oi 
extreme ability for the time, but not of thai 
order which, by nature, is constructed for 
long and continued physical labor. Whe. 
he exerts long continued muscular action, 
therefore, it is more through the sheer, pus:- 
tive force of his moter nerve currents acting 
downward than, as in woman, throngh the 
natural force existent in the musc’es corre- 
lating naturally upward through sensory 
nerve action. While the normally healthy 
woman, therefore, seldom goes beyond the 
normal force existing in her muscles, man 
is very apt to overdo. 

On the other hand, the fibres, capillaries 
and nerve tendrils of the physical woman 
are of much finer construction, much more 
dosimetrically constructed and _ supplied 
with nerve force and blood. In fact, muscu- 
larly she is possessed of exactly the con- 
struction found in birds and animals who 
are capable of long-continued and almost 
ceaseless action. In the natural state, there- 
fore, she is a physical worker, and, so, heal- 
thy, contented and capable of bearing chil- 
dren with added health and pleasure. Her 
powers of physical sensation are greater, 
and she controls physical pain better. Sh- 
is more resistant toward disease. As a bab: 
it is easier to bring her up alive. She aver- 
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ages a longer physical life. Her brain aver- 
ages smaller and is more capable in the line 
of detail than of comprehensive grasp. Her 
emotions are less, and less easily controlled 
—they are not of a constructively heroic 
and logical order, but more apt to be sen- 
timentally heroic with an over-exaggera- 
tion of detail that is blind to constructive 
and more comprehensive causes. 

While all-powerful in her field of detail, 
therefore, and not one particle less of an im- 
portant entity than man, yet she is the more 
negative and physical being. She is not less 
intellectual, but her intellect is of a different 
quality. Sexually, also, she is the negative 
counterpart of man. Her sexual perception 
is extended. It includes the clitoris, va- 
gina, cervix uteri and nipples, whereas male 
sexual perception is confined to the glans 
penis and possibly, at times, to the skin of 
the external genitals. This gives woman a 
larger quantity of sexual force in contradis- 
tinction to the more confined and more in- 
tense quality of the male force. Strength 
for strength, therefore, the sexes are equal 
in force, woman’s sensuous element being 
of a more broadly extended, continuous and 
responsive character, even in direct sexual 
excitement and orgasm. Intercourse, 
therefore, does not exhaust her as it does 
the male; and, further, her delight in nurs- 
ing the babe is, also, largely due to this 
sensuous excitation. In fact, the end of the 
nursing period is the time when the lower 
animals cast aside their young. 

In a mechanical sense, also, woman is al- 
ways negatively ready for sexual inter- 
course. Thus she can prostitute herself as 
man can not, She feels polarization be- 
tween herself and her mate less kecn'y, also, 
because of negative temperament. Her con- 
trol of her procreative cells is negative. Nat- 
ure excretes them automatically, continuous- 
ly, regularly and independent of sexual in- 
tercourse—save as this latter bears indirect- 
ly upon her general health; whereas man is 
directly dependent upon sexual intercourse 
for pro-creative excretion, and has more 
positive control over seminal accumulation. 
Thus, also, woman’s greatest sexual heat 
comes after menstruation, and man’s before 
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his male pro-creative equivalent therefore. 
Suppression of semen and suppression of 
menses, then, are equivalents. 


Again, the female pro-creative accumula- 
tion is of very negative value, save as 
ground for direct child-bearing; while the 
male accumulation is of very positive value 
under all circumstances. For this reason 
the female who allows semen to remain in 
her vagina after intercourse is greatly bene- 
fited by that portion of its tonic properties 
that is absorbed. Thus, also, the male can 
feed both mother and embryo, although 
with a foetus after the sixth month care 
should be exercised, especially on the part 
of the mother. I am speaking, of course, of 
a normally healthy and well mated couple. 
Also, I speak in direct refutation to the idea 
that the vaginal and uterine mucous effu- 
sion of the female in heat is “female se- 
men;” for, like the secretion of the male 
urethra at that time, its office is to lubricate 
and to correct acidity which would other- 
wise destroy the spermatozoa—the uterine 
mucus being the more alkaline. 

A small volume could be compiled of 
these positive and negative (complement- 
ary) differences between man and woman 
—the non-recognition of which, together 
with abnormal restriction and its sure re- 
sultant of abnormal license, founds an enor- 
mous amount of both acute, chronic and 
nervous diseases; and is responsible, more- 
over, for 99 per cent of the monstrous sex- 
ual perversions that are increasing upon ev- 
ery side and for even the downfall of civil- 
izations. I am able in such a hastily drawn 
up paper, however, to touch only here and 
there upon this mighty subject, instead of 
presenting a more formulated and pointed 
line of thought; for my first paper launched 
me into the middle instead of the beginning 
of it, and needless to say perhaps that | 
sent out the first paper without the slightest 
idea that it would lead me to the present 
one. 


Thus, in every way, a well mated couple 
form two poles of working battery. Upon 
the nerve and nervo-magnetic plane I have 
likened the action to that of electric and 


electro-magnetic currents; and for the pur- 
poses of analogy will refer thereto again. 

It is not practicable to put different 
kinds of batteries on the same circuit, the 
stronger ones will ruin the weaker ones or 
havoc will be played with the circuit itself. 
Abnormal use will tire a battery, and, if car- 
ried sufficiently far, will polarize it. A sick, 
weak, tired or polarized battery, in circuit 
with healthy batteries, hinders and some- 
times destroys their action. And if the sim- 
ple, non-individualized electric elaboration 
of chemical action is thus affected, how 
much greater, more intense and complex 
must be similar effects as represented by 
the millions of nerve currents of the human 
body as they elaborate toward the nervo- 
magnetic plane, and then, as one grand 
whole, reach forth from human being to 
human being in their still further and more 
complex correlation toward those planes of 
energy which lie beyond. 

It is comparatively easy to comprehend, 
then, that human beings (animals, and even 
plants) can feed each other, or hinder, pois- 
on and even polarize each other by the ac- 
tion of this most powerful yet delicate 
nervo-magnetic energy—especially as it is 
represented in the sex function. 

Moreover, polarization of the human 
forces may come not only by the more in- 
tense action of one or the other of a married 
couple, but it may result from such an 
equalization and balancing of their forces 
that there is no action between them. In 
fact, I believe 50 per cent of the marriages 
result thus in the course of from two to 
seven years, however strong the sexual 
magnetic action may have been between 
them at first. Again, the chemical constit- 
uents of the body may so change that the 
magnetic resultants are not of the same 
quality, or the magnetic action of new 
friends and surroundings may do the same; 
and thus the previous sympathetic action 
between couples, this involuntary attrac- 
tive and magnetic play, often ceases. In 
fact, many a case of impotency, both male 
and female, may be laid to this cause—and 
thus cured if circumstances favor. And the 
polarization of the human being (neuras- 
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thenia) while it may also arise in the un- 
married from overwork, self-abuse and bad 
magnetic home surroundings, as well as 
other causes, can often be cured by mar- 
riage with a magnetically adapted mate; 
while one not magnetically adapted would 
generally but increase the difficulty. 

I look upon hyper-aphrodisia as an ir- 
ritable condition, caused by disease, and, 
therefore, to be treated as such. Nor should 
I expect one, who was, practically, structur- 
ally deformed through excessive weakness 
of the generative system, to gain by mar- 
riage until the structure had been toned up 
and all irritating conditions removed. There 
are many cases, however, where this cannot 
be done; the female, even after marriage, 
preferring self-abuse and not tolerating the 
husband. In fact, self-abuse is, I believe, 


more prevalent among females than among 
males, and the cause of nine-tenths of the 
unfitting of them for married life. My foun- 
dation for this rests upon the statements of 
many who have intimate charge and ac- 
quaintance with large bodies of girls, from 


my own experience and from the fact that 
social custom and the natural lack « f possi- 
ble cumulative consequences, permits great- 
er latitude to the male. Moreover, another 
reason why many females continue to fol- 
low self-abuse after marriage is that they 
never experience orgasm with the hus- 
band. Malformation of the clitoris, or a 
deadening of its sensitory ability by reason 
of self-abuse, abnormal intercourse or, per- 
haps, disease, often rendering normal inter- 
course a burden from which they experi- 
ence no satisfaction. Sometimes a mere 
change of positions during the sexual role 
will overcome the difficulty in these cases. 
Again, fetichic influence may inhibit — 
find the fetich. Homo-sexual tendencies, so 
often learned in schools and all places 
where one sex is crowded together and re- 
stricted from the other, are b:te-noirs; 
amenable sometimes to hypnotic tr.a' ment. 
Many are emotionally inhibited—a fairly 
reliable cure, therefore, among many of the 
peasantry is a sound thrashing. In fact, 
many of the peasant women will not be- 
lieve that the husband loves them until he 


has fairly knocked them down. This also is 
the principle of the sub-sensual “flagel- 
lants,” etc.—refined, it means, let the man 
be a man, and the woman a woman. 

Again, a couple may continue to love 
each other for their higher qualities, al- 
though the sympathetic action of the sex 
function ceases even to the extent of mak- 
ing them impotent toward each other, but 
not toward others. Still further, with a 
large per cent of the married, one will be 
possessed of more concentrative ability 
than the other, and thus take, magnetically, 
more than they give. In such a case the 
strong one will grow stronger, and the 
weak one weaker without ever getting, per- 
haps, either actually sick or even polarized 
magnetically toward the other. But pro- 
miscuity, although there are occas‘onal con- 
stitutions which seem to thrive upon it, is 
dangerous from a nervo-magnetic point of 
view; as it is too apt to poison the higher 
energies with undesirable qualities of force, 
and, moreover, too apt to coarsen the orig- 
inal refinement of these forces. Women 
seem to stand it better than men, perhaps 
because of the phosphorized elements of the 
semen absorbed. For, as much as I person- 
ally detest prostitution, | must admit the 
fact that a public prostitute who takes intel- 
ligent care of herself, especially if she re- 
fuses to accept a male who is disagreeable 
to her, does not lead a physically unhealthy 
life. 

In view of all I have said it may be judg- 
ed that I not only agree with Dr. Shaller, 
that we should “teach feeble women that 
they have no right to marry,” but add, with 
emphasis, that feeble women who marry 
strong men, and then not only refuse them 
satisfaction, but, through jealousy and law, 
exercise lynx-eyed restriction over them, 
are committing a physical, if not a moral 
crime. 

I contend, also, that pregnancy is the 
most vital period of a woman’s life. That, 
normally, it is a process of health with 
healthful results, That a woman who lives 
naturally, exercises her muscles in accord 
with the peculiar powers with which nat- 
ure has endowed them, who is not addicted 
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to self-abuse, who never uses aboriive 
methods or drugs, who has an intelligent 
comprehension of her physical constitution 
and needs, who is born with normal health 
and is not malformed, will, in a large per 
cent of cases, find herself enriched physical- 
ly, as well as spiritually, by a reasonable 
amount of offspring. Millions of wives ruin 
themselves by constant abortive methods 
and then place the blame upon her hus- 
band’s “brutality.” Many a wife compels 
the husband to partial intercourse and thus 
weakens both the man and herself and their 
future children. 

I contend, moreover, that sex intercourse 
is for more than the propagation of the 
species. I should not expect an unrefined 
nature, however, to appreciate this fact. The 
world is filled with men and women of many 
grades of development. Some are possessed 
of a remarkably powerful nervo-magnetic 
make up. These people are generally ex- 
tremely sensitive toward the magnetic 
forces of others, both sexually and other- 
wise. One possessed of but little, and that 
a crude, magnetic make-up, however, | 
should not expect to realize or to be affect- 
ed, to any considerable extent, except phys- 
ically, by sex intercourse—any more than | 
should expect a blind man to be affected by 
intense light. But if we were possessed of 
no other than the one fact to reason from, 
that of an equal amount of onanism and 
an equal amount of copulation (not promis- 
cuous), the first will tend to reduce stamina 
and cause misanthropic feelings, and the 
latter (in the normally healthy) will tend to 
produce exactly opposite results, this one 
fact would be sufficient to prove the exist- 
ence of some higher form of energy in the 
human being than is generally recognized. 

As a general summary of the present 
marriage laws, woman is, practically, held 
responsible for little or nothing, while man 
is held legally responsible irrespective of the 
mistake he may have made. The children, 
even, while nominally and legally belonging 
to the husband, are in practice, and almost 
invariably, the property of the woman. Un- 
der these conditions, then, it is bad enough 
to know that the strongest sexual love may 
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die out as a result of natural law and pro- 
cess. But when this possible outcome is 
aggravated by the woman’s simulating, or 
tacitly giving it to be understood that her 
sexual function is healthy and that it is at- 
tracted in proportion to the nature and 
gravity of the situation, when in reality she 
knows that it is not and that her main idea 
is a home, a sinecure to which is attached a 
slave under legal and social compulsion to 
supply her irresponsible and non-product- 
ive inertia, then I think it is about time that 
those of us who claim to understand the 
human body sufficiently to make a profes- 
sion of both its physiological and patholog- 
ical conditions—a profession from which we 
legally exclude all but the initiated—I think 
that it is about time that we taught both 
ourselves and the staggering world about 
us the immense import of the sex function, 
and that it “is the fulfillment of one of Nat- 
ure’s first laws.” 

Then, perhaps, mothers will begin to pre- 
pare themselves for being mothers by scien- 
tific knowledge, instead of that senseless re- 
fiance upon natural-born knowledge. I 
know many and many a husband, more- 
over, who is far more capable of rearing 
children after they are born than are their 
wives. Then, perhaps, these mothers will 
teach their children, male and female, that 
health and not money is the foundation of 
happiness ; that sex, and not social and legal 
prejudice, is the foundation of a real mar- 
riage —and that those who teach their 
daughters that marriage is the commercial 
business of their lives, and who educate 
them with superficial accomplishments 
which tend to catch the man, but not to 
hold him afterward, are brutalizing the 
world. 

I believe three-quarters of the drunken- 
ness of civilization is due to the fact that 
wives have never been taught how to make 
a home for the weary, busy husband whose 
business calls him into the coarser and more 
brutalizing elements of life. There are, of 
course, many magnificent and sensible 
wives and many reprehensible husbands: 
but too many women, while holding the 
husband as a servant to supply their needs, 
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do not hold themselves as a servant to sup- 
ply his needs — largely, perhaps, because, 
beyond the causes already mentioned, they 
are psychologized with the idea that they 
are, physically and muscularly, weak be- 
ings, when, in reality and inherently, nat- 
ure has supplied them with physical abili- 
ties that the male does not possess; and in 
countries where these abilities are exercised 
the woman will outstrip the man physically 
and rear her children with perfect ease also. 

An unscientific statement of the banding 
reformers mentioned in the first portion of 
this paper, is that if man would live upon a 
cereal and fruit diet, and let meat alone, his 
sexual ardor would not need attending to. 
No doubt there is, theoretically, a great 
amount of nutriment in cereals, but all have 
not the digestion of an ox. It is not the 
amount of nutriment that is contained in 
the food but the amount that we can digest 
out of it and assimilate. Moreover, the 
greater tax we place upon our digestive ap- 
paratus the less force we have for brain and 
other labor. Beyond this, however, the 
very races of men who most nearly ap- 
proach this diet, those of the torrid climates, 
are the most passionate races in the world, 
and if we think that the hot climate is whol- 
ly responsible for this, we have but to look 
at the Irish and their potato diet, and the 
Russian peasant who often does not sec 
meat in a twelve months; for both are en- 
dowed with the full amount of healthy sex- 
ual force. . 

I believe I have stated that the abuse of 
sex function between those who are unsym- 
pathetically mated shows serious results far 
more quickly (in proportion to constitu- 
tional make-up) than between those who 
are sympathetically mated. This, alone, 
should teach that children resulting there- 
from would inherit likewise in many ways. 
Again, I have noticed this, to me, remark- 
able phase in some women; although in 
good health, and well mated sexually, they 
will sometimes meet a man toward whom 
they have an indescribable longing—not for 
sexual intercourse, but for a child. They 
feel no love, no sexual desire toward the 
second man, their whole nature in this re- 





spect goes fully and unreservedly to the 
husband; and yet, for some inscrutable rea- 
son, they have an intense desire for that nat- 
ural child. 

On the other hand, how many of the so- 
called celibates of the world are, in reality, 
celibates, and not addicted to the worst kind 
of prostitution and abnormal sexual prac- 
tice? “If I could bring myself to believe, 
doctor, as you state,” said the lady mention- 
ed in my original article, “I would openly 
advocate public prostitution.” What impul- 
sive nonsense! What indiscriminatingly re- 
sponsive enthusiasm! The world is filled 
with prostitution now, and the whole point 
of my effort (for it is an effort, as | am a 
slow writer and a busy man) is to emblazon 
the evils of prostitution and the benefits of 
the natural sex relation. All the law and 
“righteousness” in the world will not de- 
polarize a polarized couple. Nature is ab- 
solute, Omnipotent, Omnipresent and un- 
changeable. And those who would righit- 
eously teach others to follow artificial law, 
which is antagonistic to the immutable laws 
of nature, are in exactly a similar position to 
those who teach the ecstatic result which 
will arise from throwing themselves under 
the wheels of the Juggernaut car. 

I look upon science, in writing, as an in- 
telligent statement of fact. My only fear in 
stating facts, as I have found them, is that | 
may not, in every detail, state the exact and 
unassailable truth, and I should feel grate- 
ful, therefore, to physician or layman, who 
can scientifically prove any of my state- 
ments or theories wrong. With regard to 
the conclusions each may draw from these 
facts, that is a matter of individual charac- 
ter and intellect, and outside the point un- 
der discussion entirely. “Sanitation” de- 
mands the most perfect and intelligent 
handling of natural law and forces. ‘“Pros- 
titution” demands the exact * opposite. 
“Nature’s laws” are exactly what I am aft- 
er; and the “cruelty and impurity” I have 
invariably found to result from man’s ig- 
norance or wilfully false interpretation of 
natural law. 

There are celebrated physicians who 
have made a life study of this subject—I 
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have not. They have said that they do not 
dare write upon it for fear of being misun- 
derstood. Some of the little I know, how- 
ever, together with what I think I know, I 
place at your service for the benefit of 
health and happiness; knowing that no sen- 
sible physician will either misuse or abuse it 
in practice. And if the ideas are not quite 
boiled down, and not quite ship-shape, it is 
largely because I have endeavored to cover 
ground in a few hours that I should other- 
wise have taken weeks for.

SOMETHING MORE ON THE SEX 
QUESTION.

In October Clinic, page 369, Dr. Epstein 
says: 

“When a student nearly forty years ago, 
I heard the statement from excellent teach- 
ers that pregnancy gives immunity from 
pulmonary consumption for the time being. 
My experience does not lead me to doubt 
this statement.” 

The above statement must be accepted as 
true, but what shall be said of the children 
under such circumstances. They are likely 
to inherit consumptive tendencies and to 
have offspring as feeble as themselves. 
What right, then, has a consumptive wom- 
an to deliberately bring a delicate child into 
the world in order that she may live a few 
months longer. Life is sweet to a consump- 
tive, but that is not a sufficient reason why 
a woman should become knowingly and 
purposely the mother of a diseased family, 
all of whom may live the lives of invalids 
and finally die of phthisis. 

Parents rarely stop to consider what the 
mental or physical condition of their chil- 
dren may be. In fact, it is doubtful if the 
offspring in most instances is really thought 
of at all. I know of invalid men who curse 
their parents for bringing them into the 
world. Their very existence is painful, and 
they are unfit to take up the battle of life in 
competition with healthy men. Sickly par- 


ents do not give these things the slightest 
thought. This, however, does not excuse 
them. They ought to think about the result 
of transmitting their diseases, and they will 
think about it when physicians take a firm 
stand against the deliberate propagation of 
children by consumptives, in order that the 
mother may live a few months longer. 

Let this be the first step and it will not be 
long before the syphilitic, the cancerous, 
the weak-minded and those addicted to al- 
coholism, may be made to feel the distress 
they cause, even if they cannot be com- 
pelled altogether to abstain from marriage. 

There should be no hesitancy now in 
preventing the marriage of criminals who 
are serving time in prisons. The sanction- 
ing of such marriages is a blight upon our 
civilization. The offspring of ‘criminals 
must almost of necessity be criminals. It 
is probable that a law could be passed with- 
out difficulty that should have for its object 
the prevention of marriage among crim- 
inals in prison. 

Does anyone doubt that the children of 
criminals are likely to follow in their par- 
ents’ footsteps? 

How fortunate it would be if this could 
be stopped. I have no doubt that at some 
future time the castration of criminals will 
be practiced in order to prevent them from 
having children. The castration of con- 
sumptives, drunkards, the insane, the can- 
cerous and the syphilitic can never be 
thought of, but much can be done to pre- 
vent the transmission of disease by urging 
those who are afflicted not to marry, and if 
married, not to have children. The pre- 
vention of conception under these circum- 
stances is justifiable. 

The welfare of future generations ought 
to be considered. Every feeble man and 
every feeble woman should seriously pon- 
der this question. Is it right for me to 
cause, deliberately, the birth of a child that 
may inherit my infirmities? The best way 
to eradicate hereditary diseases is not by at- 
tempting to cure them, but by preventing 
those so afflicted from having children, 

It is within the power of the physician to 
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do much in this direction, for he can clearly shown, however, that these classes suffer 


show those who are tainted the great wrong 
they are doing when they make no effort to 
prevent conception. 

In connection with the above remarks, | 
desire to make a few comments on Dr. 
Pratt’s article in the August number of the 
Clinic. On page 269 he says: “With both 
men and women health and strict morality 
by no means walk hand in hand.” It is to 
be inferred, then, that immorality and 
health do walk hand in hand. Such a state- 
ment coming from a physician must have 
an extremely pernicious influence which 
should be counteracted as soon as possible. 

Young men, and even old men, are in no 
need of incentives to immorality. I have 
known of physicians, probably in thought- 
lessness, advising young men to be im- 
moral. Yet it is difficult to comprehend 
how a thoughtful physician can assert that 
health and strict morality are incompatible. 
There is such a thing as continence, and 
with continence there can be health. All 
who take the vows of celibacy in the Roman 
Catholic church do not break them. Can it 
be said of celibates that they are less healthy 
than the married? J-ven if ch stity does not 
exist among the inhabitants of workhouses, 
jails and penitentiaries, does anyone doubt 
that continence is the rule in these institu 
tions It would be difficult to show that 
these men and women even deprived of 
their liberty, of sunshine and of fresh air, 
are less healthy than those outside of pris- 
on. Soldiers and sailors have been com- 
pelled to be moral on expeditions and in 
campaigns, and, as far as | am able to learn, 
there have been no reports of sickness and 
death because of enforced continence. Dr. 
Pratt says that “normal human beings must 
have relief, and if they do not get it natural- 
ly they will accomplish the result unnatural- 
ly. What terrible punishment comes from 
its unnatural consummation.” 

The classes above referred to—priests, 
nuns, soldiers, sailors and prisoners—who, 
through choice, or by force of circum- 
stances, abstain from “natural relief,” will, 
according to the above statement, “accom- 
plish the result unnaturally.” It cannot be 


“terrible punishment” in that they suffer 
from “‘nervous diseases,” because, as a rule, 
they have neither “natural relief”? nor do 
they resort to “unnatural relief,” and yet, 
strange as it may appear, they are in as 
good health as those who are free to do as 
they please. 

I have never seen it stated that old maids 
are less healthy than their married sisters, 
even if old maids are said to be nervous. 
Nervousness may be preferable to ovarian. 
and uterine diseases, with which a very 
large number of magried women are afflict- 
ed. Among the married, chastity should be 
more cultivated, while both chastity and 
continence should be the rule with the un- 
married of both sexes. In this, as in other 
respects, custom has given man the greater 
privileges, not because his need is greater, 
but because he is naturally less chaste than 
woman. 

Unchastity creates immoral desires; and 
cultivation fixes the habit, which, after a 
while, is believed to be an absolute neces- 
sity. This is also true in regard to other 
habits. A suggestion is made; alcohol, 
opium or absinthe is taken. Soon a habit is 
formed. The use of these drugs seems to 
be a necessity. It is not a necessity, but 
you cannot convince the habitual user of 
this fact. Neither can you convince the 
man who cohabits daily that he is indulging 
too frequently. He will tell you that the 
daily desire is a proof of the daily need. 

Dr. Pratt says: “All have seen case after 
case of female and nervous troubles in the 
unmarried radically cured by a healthy mar- 
riage.” This may be true, but, “a resort to 
nature pure and simple” is not the sole or 
even the chief cause of restoration to health. 
There are other things in connection with 
married life which contribute to health and 
happiness. The relief experienced by fe- 
males after menstruation is simply compara- 
tive. Congestion of the pro-creative organs 
produces discomfort. If there is pathologi- 
cal congestion, pain is produced. When 
this congestion is reduced by the menstrual 
flow relief is experienced. The woman does 
not feel lighter than she did before the con- 














gestion set in, but she feels lighter because 
she is relieved of the congestion. 

If nature had thought best that man 
should be regularly relieved, a way would 
have been provided. When the accumula- 
tion of seminal fluid becomes too great, nat- 
ure does find relief in a way without volun- 
tary effort. 

This relief is not so serious a matter as 
advertising specialists make it appear. 
Thousands of young men have been driven 
to despair by reading marriage guides and 
by listening to false statements made by 
these quacks, who assert that two or three 
nocturnal emissions a month lead to de- 
cline, insanity and death, Physicians should 
take a firm stand against such false state- 
ments. The evils that result from two or 
three seminal losses a month are more im- 
aginary than real. Good, sound, wholesome 
advice and encouragement will often do 
more for these cases than medicines. 

If quacks did not frighten this class of 
men they would be without patients. The 
evils that result from daily masturbation are 
necessarily great. The most humiliating re- 
sult is that masturbation unfits the victim 
for performing the act of copulation, and 
even takes away all desire for it. This 
should be more forcibly impressed upon 
young men. It must prove a strong argu- 
ment against self-abuse. 


It cannot be solely on account of the loss 
of so highly organized a fluid as semen that 
male masturbators suffer from nervous dis- 
orders, for women masturbators, who lose 
an indifferent fluid, suffer similarly. It is 
the frequent repetition of nervous manifes- 
tation that must follow the act that injures 
the masturbator more than does the loss of 
the secretions. In these cases there is prob- 
ably mental weakness from the start. The 
mind dwells constantly upon sexual mat- 
ters. This produces congestion of the sex- 
ual organs and constant sexual excitement. 
As a result of this condition, there must 
naturally follow sexual mono-mania. Dr. 
Pratt further says: “Moreover, in seeking 
this natural relief, he (man) benefits the 
woman by giving her that wh'ch, absorbed 
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into her system, becomes, by reason of the 
natural phosphates, etc., which it contains, 
one of the most powerful and highly elabor- 
ated nerve-foods known.” What an excel- 
lent way to administer food, and such a 
nerve-food, too. I never before understood 
why a certain class of women have so much 
nerve. I see it all now. How healthy they 
ought to be; first, because immorality and 
health go hand in hand; secondly, because 
they absorb such large quantities of “power- 
ful and highly elaborated nerve-food.”

INTERESTING HISTORICAL FACTS 
IN SEX LIFE.

This question, as it is being discussed in 
the Clinic, is both interesting and instruc- 
tive to those who wish to know the whole 
truth. 

While I consider Dr. Pratt’s articles 
scientific, I wish to call in question one or 
two assertions in his reply to Dr. Epstein, 
October Clinic, page 365. He says: 

“Tf the testes do not cease to act, and if 
the semen is reabsorbed, it becomes more 
or less of a poison to that body. 

“What physician would expect beneficial 
results to accrue from ejaculating his own 
semen and injecting it again into his own 
body.” 

If the Doctor comes in contact often with 
the kind of women he mentions in his arti- 
cle, he ought to be forgiven if he is a little 
radical in his expressions. 

As to the first statement, it depends, in 
my judgment, on whether moral or physical 
poisoning is meant. If moral poison, I an- 
swer, yes. A pair of healthy testacles in an 
adult man will continue to secrete, and if 
the libido sexualis is not gratified the vesic- 
ulae seminalis will become distended with 
semen, overflow, and absorption take place, 
producing mental, if not actual physical, de- 
viations that violate the code which says 
“that whosoever looketh on a woman to 
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lust after her hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart.” I have heard that 
Martin Luther said he could not serve God 
without a woman. Yes, it is moral poison. 

I don’t think semen is a physical poison 
to the body generating it. If I read right, 
the Doctor in his explanation confesses the 
secreting function and the nerve storm inci- 
dent to organism, in the act of copulation. 
Some men have “fits” when they copulate, 
notably Napoleon Bonaparte. In a case of 
this kind the prostration following so great 
a nerve strain is worse than any demon- 
strable effect*due to reabsorbed semen. In 
ancient times, when armies went to invade 
other lands, goats were taken along for the 
sexual gratification of the officers and their 
friends, but the common soldiers had to 
await the pillage of a town, when they were 
allowed to satiate themselves by violating 
the captive women. 

The way history says these lusty devils 
fought their way over the walls into the 
town disproves the physical poison theory. 

Trainers of prize-fighters will not allow 
their charges to consort with women during 
their preparation for battle. 

A noted horseman visited a race course 
for the purpose of betting that a celebrated 
stallion could beat a mare in a trotting race. 
Learning that the stallion had served a 
mare the day preceding, he bet against 
the horse and won. 

Why does not remember the story of 
Leander who swam the Hellespont that he 
might lie in the arms of his beloved en- 
chantress till the gray dawn began to streak 
the East? When he left her to battle with 
the waves, love’s combat had so weakened 
his brawny arms that he was unequal to the 
task and the waves threw poor Leander’s 
body back on the beach, dead. 

As to the other statements, I feel assured 
that my own semen would have just the 
same effect on my own system as it would 
on any other man’s system; no more, no 
less. And it would affect me just as the 
semen of any other healthy male would. 
You might as well say that the bile I se- 
crete to digest my food would be poison to 
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anyone else “whose vibrating nerve action 
was different.” 

As to the influence of reintroduced se- 
men, we must refer to that disgusting class 
of sexual perverts who solicit immisio penis 
in os. Dr. Holder (N. Y. Med. Jour., 1889) 
examined a “bote” who “was a splendidly 
formed fellow, of prepossessing face, in per- 
fect health, active in movement, and happy 
in disposition.” 

In Kraft-Ebing’s Psychopathia Sexualis, 
page 257, we have the confession of a physi- 
cian, who had libido sexualis at 8 years of 
age, and began, at 13, to masturbate by 
bending over and taking his penis in his 
mouth and inducing ejaculation, his penis 
being unusually developed. He says, after 
many years of self-debauchery: “I am 
now 40 years old, of healthy family, and 
have always been healthy and considered a 
model of physical and mental strength and 
energy. I am of powerful build. I am a 
skillful rider, athlete and swimmer, and 
have passed through two great campaigns 
as a military surgeon.” Jas. A. Fry.

HYGIENE OF THE NURSERY. 

Regular habits, proper food and long 
hours of sleep are necessary conditions to a 
healthy infant. 

The three prime essentials in the nursery 
are fresh air, good food and pure water. 

Never put a bottle nipple into your 
mouth and then into the baby’s mouth; this 
will often prove dangerous. 

Always hold a baby in your arms when 
feeding it, in about the same position as if 
nursing it. 

Feeding at night after the third month is 
both inconvenient and unnecessary; sleep 
at night is better than food. 

Do not feed the baby because it cries; this 
may be due to pain, and it is hurtful to fill 
an infant’s stomach at such a time.

NOTES AND COMMENTS ON THE 
NOVEMBER CLINIC. 


Dear Dr. Abbott:—Beginning with the 
second page of this Clinic, I would ask its 
readers what they know of the merits of the 
“Tdeal” and “Universal” Pulmonary Inspi- 
rator. Dr. Waugh says that the time of 
skepticism as to curing tuberculosis is past, 
and the remedies he uses and recommends 
go far in renewing our fond hopes. His 
experimental knowledge of what this in- 
strument can do is, therefore, most respect- 
fully solicited. 

Ben. H. Brodnax’ picture gives me the 
idea of a hard working country physician 
just taking a spell of rest. The broad, 
square forehead, the wide open eyes, and 
the shut lips bespeak the man full of orig- 
inal and acquired resources. And the tout 
‘ ensemble of the picture makes upon me the 
impression of a genial humane physician, 
who is ready to serve at all times and under 
all and any circumstances. May his kind 
be multiplied in our broad land! 

Resinol, p. xviii. The first sample, 
which I received for trial many months ago, 
was a pinkish homogeneous otntment witha 
tarry smell. I tried it in different skin 
eruptions and was very much pleased with 
it. Lately I received another sample, but 
this is greenish gray, is gritty, and does not 
answer as well. I write this, because I con- 
sider the advertisements in the Clinic an 
essential part of its usefulness. 

Prospectus for 97, p. 396. Dear Editor, 
if you will change the paper, please do not 
give us a glossy one, but let it be of a kind 
like yourself, that does not reflect unpleas- 
antly upon the reader. 

Volatile Active Principles, same page, re- 
minds me of a question I often desired to 
put. Could you give us in the Clinic the 
reagents and operations by which to test 
the alkaloids of the granules qualitatively? 








The granules are manufactured by many 
firms, and no doubt will yet be by many 
more. A means of control in the hands of 
the physician seems very desirable to my 
mind. 

In the Wrong Wrapper, p. 397, calls up 
the saddest event of my life, when by my 
own hands I poisoned my own dear boy 
with three grains of morphine, which a 
druggist gave me for quinine. Why could 
not morphine be colored with some indif- 
ferent pigment to distinguish it from the so 
much resembling crystals of quinine, both 
in shape and taste? 

Who is Responsible, same page, started 
painful reflections in me. Suppose that 
widow gets a verdict in her favor, will that 
settle the question of municipal sanitation? 
For suppose that the loss of $5,000 be less 
than the cost of constructing a thoroughly 
sanitary plant of water supply, what then? 
Do such sums paid induce our railroad and 
mining magnates to secure greater safety to 
the life of the traveling public and miners? 
Alas for our morals, when human life is 
priced by mere money! Why should not 
an individual murdered have the same priv- 
ilege as a soulless corporation? Why not? 

The Nuclein Season, same page, I con- 
fess to obtuseness in not seeing the logical 
nexus in the second sentence, between 
“While not forgotten” and “secondary con- 
sideration.” Is it not with many a primary 
consideration? But to the medical point! 
Do you really think that Nuclein is a pro- 
phylactic? If so, then what is the dose? 

In Nuclein, p. 398, the author in the first 
sentence speaks of “the various compounds 
in which it (Nuclein) figures.” What are 
these compounds? And is Nuclein such a 
stable body that it is compatible with every- 
thing? 

The Sexual Question, p. 399. This 
Clinic has five articles on this subject. The 
first by Dr. Waugh is excellent because it 
points to cause, effect and remedy. He 
admits, in part, that the Hebrew is not re- 
sponsible for the misuse made of his scrip- 
tures in other and in this question. The 
Clinic is, however, not the forum for lin- 
guistic and hermeneutic discussions. This 
much only I must say, that the most circu-

lated and read scriptures are much misun- 
derstood by both its devotees and oppon- 
ents, for one reason that but few can read 
them in their original languages, and many 
of these few, too, come to its study with 
preconceived notions. I am ready to sub- 
stantiate this bold assertion before a com- 
petent tribunal. 

What Dr. W. says about the relative 
weakness of woman’s appetite for cohabita- 
tion as compared with man’s, can, I think, 
be charged mostly to the sexes in this coun- 
try. It is not so elsewhere in the world. 
Nature, he says, does not recognize the 
marriage of one man to one woman for life. 
This is very true, but so much the worse for 
Nature, and should, therefore, not be fol- 
lowed by rational, aye spiritual man, or wo- 
man. Marriage with us is a lottery, but to 
obviate it by the Japanese method of pre- 
marital prostitution, or by the whilom 
Scotch mehod of sampling the bride before 
marriage, I think, more objectionable than 
the lottery hazard. The Dr. proposes fur- 
ther on a better remedy. 

Incommensurability of the opposite sexual 
organs seem to be not infrequent. In my 
practice of nearly forty years I met 
with four. In one case I testified to it be- 
fore court, and divorce was granted on that 
ground alone, the male organ being the 
larger. Another case is yet on my hands. 
But let me ask here, why should not a hus- 
band, who can not cohabit his wife pain- 
lessly on her part, and yet would not separ- 
ate from her and take another, why should 
he not submit to castration? Is there a 
crime here? That consistent church mem- 
ber the doctor mentions might have saved 
his mind and life by it. 

But now to Dr. W.’s proposed remedies. 
Removal of the stigma of divorce in case of 
physical incompatibility. Laws that forbid 
polygamy must permit divorce under the 
circumstance mentioned, if duly ascer- 
tained. (2) More resources for gaining a 
livelihood for women. A stigma should be 
put on matrimonial “catch.” All that the 
doctor says on this point is most eminently 
just and true. Ill mated couples would not 
quarrel if unmated. An habitually quarrel- 


ing man and wife were sitting each in the 
opposite corner of their fireplace and 
fumbled. And there were a cat and a dog 
drowsing peacefully in front of the fire. 
Said the man to the woman, “Sallie, why 
can’t we live as peaceably as these dumb 
creatures do?” “Yes!” said she. “You 
just get them married and see how they’ll 
quarrel.” Illy mated couples must gender 
an ill disposed progeny, from which society, 
inclusive of upper tendom, must suffer. 

On the degree to which a man can con- 
trol his sexual appetite Dr. W. may join is- 
sue with me. And in evidence on my side 
I would adduce the Shakers and the Chris- 
tian monks and nuns. The charges against 
the chastity of these people are nothing but 
vulgar. 

On the second point, facility of divorce, 
I see no issue between us. The churches 
are against this facility, but they wrongly 
assume that there is no “hardness of heart” 
among their married couples, in which case 
the head of the church, the Christ, allows 
the Mosaic legislation of divorce. Again, 
He says, “What God hath joined together 
let not man put asunder.” (See Math. 
19:3-12.) And has not “the devil, the world 
and the flesh” joined as many together as 
God did? And shall none of them be sep- 
arated? On this point we should insist on 
a thorough separation of church from state. 

The next article on the same subject is 
Part II of Dr. Pratt’s Reply to Epstein’s 
Questions, p. 405. There is yet another 
concluding part to come. We shall then 
see how this philosophically thinking physi- 
cian answers my pertinent questions, which 
his startling paper in the August Clinic sug- 
gested. Meantime I am trying to under- 
stand his thoughts and hope to succeed. 

On the same subject we have a protest 
by Dr. G. O. Bailey against the publication 
of Dr. C. S. Woods’ reply to my questions, 
Pp. 421, because many of the Clinic readers 
must be shocked at Dr. W.’s sentiments. 
But is it not better for us to know that there 
are such sentiments entertained by some 
member or members of our profession than 
to be ignorant of it? My pertinent ques- 
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tions were put for that very purpose. The 
Clinic is not published for boys and girls, 
but for men and women, whose very calling 
it is to battle with all the loathsome diseases 
of body, mind and heart. Dr. B.’s method 
of suppression is not calculated to inform 
us of the mind of the profession on the mo- 
mentous questions at issue. No, Mr. Ed- 
itor, give us more replies like Dr. W.’s if 
you have any. Have you? 

On the same subject we have a short let- 
ter from Mrs. Dr. A. R. Judson, p. 422. She 
is opposed to a double standard (of moral- 
ity) for man and woman. So am I, but so 
is not the world. In the true, higher Chris- 
tian life there is, indeed, one standard only 
of purity for both sexes. But the lower 
morality of the unconverted world expects 
her, who carries away the resulting burden 
of sexual immorality, to be more careful 
than him who has no such burden to carry. 
The world’s morality is mainly expedience. 

Dr. J. R. Morton’s paper, p. 410, on the 
same subject, is full of common sense, sharp 
cut, practical ideas. And it is with these 
ideas that we have got to reckon, and far 
less with the fine spun ideas, whose fibers 
snap at the rough touch of every day’s life 
struggle. 

Dr. U. H. Farr’s paper, p. 423, deals more 
directly with the medical side of the same 
question, and the plain truths, which he 
“speaks right out in meeting,” deserve the 
thanks of all its readers. To cure an evil of 
body or of spirit we must know its etiol- 
ogy and pathology, and it is mere quackery 
to merely attend to its symptomatic effects. 

Dr. Coleman in his Potpourri, p. 402, 
gives us a number of good things, and one 
thing not so. He chides our good editor 
for advising larger doses to produce an ef- 
fect more quickly, wherein Dr. C. sees the 
old allopathic method. What an idea! I 
think I saw the same advice given by Dr. 
Waugh, and I think him very good com- 
pany. This reminds me of the homely say- 
ing of the Russian moozhic: “Ask all peo- 
ple’s advice, and keep your own mind.” 

The doctor’s treatment of pertussis with 
calc. sulphide and atropine, as dominant, 


and iodoform, cicutine, codeine and hyoscy- 
amine, as variants, is very promising. His 
treatment of gonorrhoea is eminently 
worthy to be treasured up. His treatment 
of a somewhat rebellious case of intermit- 
tent with alkaloidal granules, as well as an- 
other case of ovarian pain, is a fine illustra- 
tion how a master can handle these arms of 
precision. And now, let not the good doc- 
tor chide me for my admiration. Did he 
ever hear a boy Ah-h-h-h! when a rocket 
exploded with all the hues of the rainbow 
high up in the air? Did he chide him? 

Dr. John Aulde, p. 413, thinks that the 
alkaloidal method is apt to make thinking 
physicians and diminish the host of formu- 
lae hunters. So mote it be! 

Dr. Cuzner’s paper on Epidemic Influ- 
enza, p. 415, is every way a most excellent 
paper. Thank you, brother alumnus. 

Dr. Bridges’ testimony to the great value 
of Waugh’s Anodyne for Infants, p. 425, 
will find a host to agree with him. And the 
editor’s urging us to spread the knowledge 
of it in the community should be diligently 
heeded, so as to displace the dangerous 
soothing syrups in vogue, at least to some 
extent. 

Glonoin and Cactin in Asthma, by Dr. 
Blackerby, p. 426, is a very valuable con- 
tribution, and Case 1 is a good illustration, 
But when did the doctor begin the treat- 
ment of it, which he dismissed on Jan. 6. 
1895? 

Dr. Coleman, same page, wants it under- 
stood he regards hysteria as a very serious 
disease. Heed this, dear reader, and dis- 
miss the traditional levity about it. 

Dr. O. F. Williams on Otitis Media, p. 
328, is a most valuable paper, and well il- 
lustrates the superiority of alkaloidal medi- 
cation. Please tell us what is “Seiler’s So- 
lution.” 

The final report of Dr. M.’s case of in- 
continence of urine, p. 429, is a true vindi- 
cation of the just name of this journal as a 
clinic. There is no more valuable reading 
for the physician than such reports of cases 
from beginning to end. 
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Dr. Little knows a good thing when he 
sees it, as e. g. the Clinic, p. 430 

I wish to add my testimony to that of Dr. 
Brodnax, p. 431, as to the value of sanguin- 
arine in smothering spells. In spells of that 
kind, in a case of phthisis pulmonalis, it has 
lately done me and the patient excellent 
service. 

Dr. Bruner, p. 431, will, no doubt, accept 
the editor’s help in the case of multiple 
mammary abscess, and be successful, and 
he should be kind enough to report in any 
event. Will he not? 

There are seven more pages of most val- 
uable and helpful matter in this Clinic, of 
which to speak with the reader, time and 
space do not permit.

A comment on a comment is like a wheel 
within a wheel, but there are some points in 
this requiring attention, not only for the au- 
thor’s sake but for that of Clinic readers in 
general. 

The question of Resinol we must refer to 
its manufacturers and will permit them to 
answer in next Clinic. 

A series of chemical tests whereby physi- 
cians might determine the value of different 
makes of granules would not be practical 
for the profession at large, as it would re- 
quire knowledge, means, time and appli- 
ances at the disposal of very few. The best 
way is to either follow the advice of those 
who know and stick to reliable and well- 
known manufacturers or else decide the 
question by clinical application. 

The idea of coloring morphine to dis- 
tinguish it from quinine is a good one. It 
should be and no doubt will be adopted. 
For the dose of nuclein see other pages in 
this issue. 

We wish to compliment the doctor on his 
just and able handling of the sex question 
and reiterate our belief that much good, in 
the way of intelligent, widespread informa- 
tion will grow out of this discussion as dis- 
tasteful as it has been to some. Praise has 
come to us from many and hot words of dis- 


approval from not a few, but let the good 
work go on. There is more to follow. 

In regard to Dr. Bruner’s case of mam- 
mary abscesses will say that the doctor re- 
ports in private letter a great improvement, 
and attributes his success not only to the 
advice of the Clinic, but to suspending the 
gland in a suitable sling, thereby preventing 
unnatural congestion of the part. This is 
an important precaution and should be 
taken in all cases of mastitis of every degree 
and from whatever cause. This combined 
with slight pressure, aconitine, phytolac- 
cin, nuclein and calcium sulphide, properly 
selected and applied, will successfully meet 
nearly every condition.—Ed.

As a starter, we recommend hyoscyamine 
amorph., gr. 1-250, one granule four times 
a day with a teaspoonful of seidlitz salt in a 
pint of water on going to bed; and before 
each meal a pint of water in which has been 
dissolved a lithia tablet. (The object of this 
is to get a large amount of water through 
your patient.) The dose of hyoscyamine 
may be doubled, if the pain demands it. 
After having followed this line of treatment 
for a month, or until you are satisfied what 
it is going to do, let us hear from you.—Ed_ 
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A CHRONIC UTERINE DISEASE, 
WITH PECULIAR BURNING 
OF THE INTEGUMENT. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic: — Please help 
me in the following case: Mrs. Margaret 
E.; aged 37; mother of four children. Was 
called to see her October 26th. Found her 
looking very pale, wearing a worn and hag- 
gard expression, and the most nervous per- 
son I ever visited. She imagines almost 
anything. Back and hips aching and a his- 
tory of a profuse leucorrheal discharge of 
some three months’ standing. Also, what 
is most peculiar, a violent burning sensa- 
tion, limited to the integument of arms, 
shoulders, breast, and especially to the sides 
and back of the neck, being at times so se- 
vere as to cause her to cry out with pain. 
Being refused digital examination, it being 
the menstrual period with her, I prescribed 
some sedative and left her. 

I was called to see her again on Novem- 
ber 2, and found her, if possible, in a worse 
condition than at first. Upon examination 
I found a very severe endometritis, with 
hyperplastic granular erosion of cervix 
uteri. I curetted the womb, using dull cu- 
rette. Now everything is getting along 
nicely except the burning pain, which per- 
sists in growing worse in spite of treatment. 
I have tried all the sedatives commonly 
used, with no effect. Hydrobromate of hy- 
oscine seems to ease it somewhat. What 
causes this burning? What shall I do for 
it? I ama young man and very much de- 
sire to cure this patient. If this case proves 
worthy of-interest I will report another in 
the next Clinic. 

The clinic occupies a most prominent 
place in my studio. It is the very best jour- 
nal I know of. I received the premium 
case and have had it refilled from time to 
time. The little beauties certainly do the 
work for me. I close now, in hope of miss- 
ing the waste basket.

The burning you describe is a very pecu- 

liar symptom which IT have never noticed 


excepting in connection with autotoxemia 
from intestinal absorption. I would use 
Waugh’s laxative granules, with enough 
sulphocarbolate of zinc to render the 
stools inodorous, about forty grains in 


twenty-four hours being the average 
amount. You may find too much 
acid in the stomach, in which case 


washing out by the tube is effective, but if 
not convenient, give five minims of dilute 
hydrochloric acid before meals and carbon- 
ate of soda after meals, enough to give re- 
lief. 

[ would keep up the hyoscine, giving a 
dose every evening, and as a means of im- 
proving general nutrition I should give her 
nuclein by all means, two to four drops of 
Aulde’s solution several times a day. 

_ This is a case of unusual interest, and I 
should like to hear the result—Ed. 


A CASE OF GASTRODYNIA. 





Editor Alkaloidal Clinic: — I have been 
practicing medicine for twenty-seven years, 
and have known little of the alkaloidal sys- 
tem, having only occasionally ordered a few 
dosimetric granules, which I used with so 
little purpose and confidence that I failed to 
obtain the physiological effect of the princi- 
ples given. 

But since carefully reading the July and 
September numbers of the Clinic, and using 
the samples sent me, I am convinced that 
this method of medication has been too 
much neglected. So please place me on the 
roll of subscribers as one of the Clinic fam- 
ily. 

[ would like to ask you for your treat- 
ment in a case of gastrodynia, in which the 
patient suffers tortures until he raises gas 
from the stomach. “He is forty years old, 
small of stature, strictly temperate and reg- 
ular in his habits.

We would suggest the use of Waugh’s 
laxative granules, alkaloidal formula, begin- 
ning with six before meals, and let the pa- 
tient continue regularly with all he can 
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stand and not get above two stools a day, 
taking a teaspoonful of seidlitz salt in half a 
glass of cold water before breakfast every 
morning. Let the diet be rather nitrogen- 
ous, forbidding white bread and potatoes, 
and see that the man chews his food well. 
He is probably a bolter. Having carried 
out this plan for a few weeks, kindly report. 
—Ed.

The Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—Will you 
kindly tell me wherein lies my mistake in 
the alkaloidal treatment of the following 
case: 

Young man aged twenty; well formed 
and strong; plumber and working in 
ditches; face and neck flushed; whites of 
eyes of a slightly yellow tinge; pulse 100, 
strong and hard; pain in head, back and 
limbs; temperature 103. Bowels had 
moved three times the day before (watery 
discharge). Diagnosis, remittent fever, 
bordering upon typhoid. 

Treatment—Calomel, gr. 1-6 every half 
hour until two grains were taken, continu- 
ing this every other day for two weeks. 
Defervescent compound No. I, one gran- 
ule every half hour. Found next morning 
temperature 103.4. Gave granules every 
twenty minutes until nine were taken, then 
one every half hour. Returned in eight 
hours and found temperature 103.8 with a 
compressible pulse. Changed to trinity 
granule every fifteen minutes. Morning 
temperature 104. I then ordered acetani- 
lid, gr. 3, caffeine, gr. 1-2, every three 
hours, with quinine sul., gr. 6, every three 
hours; each to be taken 1 1-2 hours apart. 
Temperature 102 in evening. Pulse strong, 
100; bowels O. K. Continued the same 





treatment. 
The next morning temperature was 
101.2. Gave trinity granules every half 


hour and arseniate of quinine two granules 
every hour. Evening temperature 103.6. 
Went back to acetanilid, caffeine and qui- 
nine. Morning and evening temperature 


ranging between I0o and 101.4 for a week, 
morning temperature 


sometimes higher 








than evening. In three more days, tem- 
perature fell to 98.8, but patient was very 
weak. I gave tonics and he is O. K. at the 
end of two more weeks. How should I 
have treated this case with granules? 

I am treating an old case of pleurisy with 
bryonin. Had to give four granules every 
two hours to get bowels to move. She is 
taking two granules every two hours now 
and is much better after three weeks of 
treatment. 

Am giving two granules of colchicine 
every two hours in a case of muscular rheu- 
matism and meeting with the best of suc- 
cess. This is my second case under this 
treatment. Have not had to decrease the 
dose of colchicine on account of bowels. 

I think Shaller’s Guide one of the best 
books I ever studied. There is much good 
to be gleaned out of the Clinic.

This case appears to have been one of 
congestion of the liver, whether “malarial” 
or not (in this connection read Coleman’s 
article on malaria, this issue) and we can 
only give a cursory criticism of your treat- 
ment. 

Perhaps three of four granules of calo- 
mel, gr. 1-6, at the outset was justified, but 
the quantity used would certainly stimulate 
the liver cells too much. The selection of 
the Defervescent Compound was good and 
this should have been continued longer. 
The change to the Trinity, contracting cap- 
illaries, adding force to the heart and in- 
creasing congestion, was a mistake as evi- 
denced by the rise in temperature. The ad- 
dition of the acetanilid compound to the 
defervescent, with or without the quinine, 
would have been excellent. Personally I 
prefer smaller doses of quinine. The ra- 
tionale of this will be explained in Cole- 
man’s paper in January. You will note 
that the case was relieved and cured as the 
congestion of the liver subsidéd so that its 
natural function could be exercised. 

We are pleased to note your success in 
the cases of pleurisy and chronic rheuma- 
tism and fully agree with you that Shaller’s 
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Guide is one of the best and most helpful 
little books published. Doctor, please let 
us hear from you further.—Ed. 


PNEUMONIA JUGULATED AT SEV- 
ENTY YEARS. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—Last spring | 
was called to see an oid lady of 70 years. 
When I arrived I found I had been sent for 
by her son-in-law, a physician, who, seeing 
her condition, declined to assume the re- 
sponsibility so close at home, so sent for me. 
I found the patient a very frail woman; tem- 
perature 104; pulse 140; respiration 50 or 
more; dry, short cough; sharp pain near 
left nipple; interrupted speech; deficient 
movement of left side, with crepitant rales; 
had a chill before my arrival. Diagnosis 
lobar pneumonia in the first or congestive 
stage, which was concurred in by her son- 
in-law, the physician. We both concluded 


that we had a serious case, considering the 
patient’s age and vitality. 


Now as to treatment, and I must admit 
right here that I was tempted to lay aside 
the alkaloids in this case, not that I did not 
have faith in them, but here was another 
doctor, a member of the family, who had 
not had much experience with the alkaloids, 
and none with the granules. [ reasoned 
this way, if I give her the granules and she 
dies he will think that I am running off 
after false gods, and was just experiment- 
ing on his mother; but if I wrote a prescrip- 
tion for tincture of aconite, tincture of vera- 
trum and dovers powder, etc. (all of which 
might be inert, and certainly of uncertain 
strength) and she died, it would be all right 
as it was a bad case. 

Had I yielded to the temptation, I don’t 
think I would be writing up this case now. 
But I came to the conclusion to give her 
the advantage of the best that I had and 
let the consequences take care of them- 
selves. The doctor told me that he was go- 
ing to stay with her and would give the med- 
icine. I told him that perhaps he would 
not approve of my method of treating the 
case, as I was going to use alkaloidal gran- 
ules. He replied that I was the doctor and 
he was the nurse. So thus encouraged, I 
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left him some granules of aconitine, vera- 
trine, strychnine arseniate and emetine, and 
directed him to give one of each every fif- 
teen minutes until the pulse came down to 
70, and then every half hour or hour to 
keep it there, and one-half grain calomel 
every hour until bowels moved. 

I thought [ discovered a little trace of 
doubt in his face, but he said nothing, ex- 
cept that he would attend to it. I found in 
the morning that he had done so, and the 
result was that her pulse was 75; tempera- 
ture 99; respiration nearly normal; skin 
moist; pain gone from the side; cough 
loose, and the doctor surprised, and the 
other doctor (myself) happy. I continued 
all but veratrine every hour with the addi- 
tion of digitalin. The next morning I 
stopped the aconitine and gave the strych- 
nine and digitalin every two hours, and did 
not see her any more. She made an unin- 
terrupted recovery. Do you call that jug- 
ulation, I do. I might recite any number 
of cases successfully treated with the gran- 
ules, but will not weary you with my first 
visit., I may at some future time give you 
an account of some of my experience with 
capillary bronchitis, spasmodic croup, dys- 
menorrhoea, etc. W. D. Richards.

A FAILURE. ASKED 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—I think there 
is too much said about brilliant successes 
and not enough about miserable failures. 
Our imagined success is often due to other 
conditions than our skillful medication. 
Here is a failure I wish to record for the 
benefit of those who do not always meet 
with the marvelous success that we read 
about in medical journals. 

Was called to see Harry L., aged 4, iound 
lymphatic glands of neck enlarged, with a 
general tumefaction of the tissues. Exam- 
ination of the throat revealed a small patch 
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of diphtheritic membrane on the right ton- 
sil. Began treatment by giving calomel, 
gr. I-10, one every half hour, to be given 
continuously if bowels were not moved too 
frequently, and calcium sulphide, gr. 1-6, 
in solution every two hours, and throat to 
be sprayed with peroxide of hydrogen 
every two or three hours. On second or 
third day gave digitalin and strychnine to 
support the heart, and as a general tonic. 

Finding that the peroxide of hydrogen 
was doing no good, on the third day I sub- 
stituted permanganate of potassium, as a 
local application, and this proved as ineffi- 
cient as the peroxide, the membrane spread- 
ing rapidly in all directions, finally passing 
into the trachea and the little patient suc- 
cumbed to the disease on the fifth day. 

This course of treatment I pursued after 
having read of the wonderful achievements 
of Dr. Lawrence F. Flick, reported in the 
“Medical Fortnightly.” Nota solitary case 
did he lose (so the report reads) and after 
having read of the beautiful effects of the 
topical remedies used in this case; how af- 
ter the application of hydrogen peroxide, 
the diphtheritic membrane would fizzle 
and foam and peel right off, or how per- 
manganate of potassium would cause it to 
loosen, curl up, and roll out of the mouth. 
Let us be sure of our remedies before we 
make such an ado about them. 

One query and I shall have relieved my- 
self. If the alkaloids are so superior in 
point of efficiency and accuracy and certain- 
ty, to the crude drugs, their extracts, tinc- 
tures, etc., how is it that Dr. Waugh and 
the editor prefer the original formula of 
Waugh’s Laxative granules? Let us be 
consistent too. O. I. Hess, M. D.

You ask my criticism, doctor, and to be 
honest with you I must say that I think 
your case was poorly treated, not in the 
remedies selected, but in their method of 
use. First, the continuous use of calomel 
in this case is objectionable. It is much 
better to use a large cathartic dose and then 
stop, repeating the process once or twice a 
week as occasion requires. Calcium sul- 
phide, gr. 1-6, every two hours, is but play- 


ing with the drug. It should have been 
given every fifteen to thirty minutes until 
the disease was arrested, and then contin- 
ued every one to two hours during conva- 
lescence. 


The digitalin and strychnine should not 
have been deferred until the third day, with 
the child dying on the fifth, but should have 
been given at once in decided doses, say 
one-fourth of a granule in solution every 
two or three hours until pulse was full and 
hard. 

Peroxide of hydrogen, when you get a 
good preparation like Marchand’s, is a very 
valuable local application, its function be- 
ing to destroy degenerated and broken 
down tissue like pus, it having no effect up- 
on the membrane further than to destroy 
and prevent the absorption of its broken 
down elements and for this purpose should 
be used every half to one hour in a 25 to 50 
per cent solution. The same is true of po- 
tassium permanganate in its solutions. If 
you have a treatment with which you have 
been successful, doctor, you should not try 
anything new, or else be better prepared to 
apply it. 

Your case was a grave one to start with, 
lymphatic infection having already taken 
place, and it was your duty to have pushed 
your remedies to the utmost so as to have 
gotten a full saturation as soon as possible. 
Your result then might have been differ- 
ent and the necessity of “relieving” your- 
self not so great. 

In regard to the last paragraph of your 
letter let me say you err in this as well as 
in your other conclusions. Dr. Waugh and 
your editor prefer in every instance that 
which we know to be best, whether it be 
the alkaloid or other active principle of a 
drug or any of its galenical preparations. 
We believe in doing just the best we know 
how and can find how to do for any and 
every case and condition, regardless of the 
means used or the source from which the 
knowledge comes. 

Doctor, take a vacation, get a good rest, 
change your pessimism for a little healthy 
optimism and pardon your editor for the 
freedom of the above.—Ed.

THE DOSE OF SODIUM NITRITE, 


Its Use as a Diuretic, etc. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—In reply to 
the query of Dr. Sour, kindly referred to 
me, I will say that I use sodium nitrite in 
the form of the 1-6 grain tablet (A. A. Co.’s) 
one or two every half hour or hour accord- 
ing to effect desired. After getting this ef- 
fect I give it every two or three hours. i 
do not use as large doses as some, but for 
several years have had very satisfactory re- 
sults with it as a diuretic by frequently re- 
peating the small dose. 

The following from Merck’s Index, 1896, 
is a good summary on sodium nitrite: 
“Sodium nitrite, C. P., colorless, transpar- 
ent, hexagonal crystals, mildly saline taste, 
soluble 1.5 water, diaphoretic, diuretic, an- 
tispasmodic. Uses: Angina pectoris, 
dropsy, suppression of urine and various 
diseases of genito-urinary organs. Dose 
one-half to two grains.” 

Gordon Sharp’s experience with sodium 
nitrite is given in the American Year Book 
of Medicine and Surgery, 1896, as follows: 
“It is more stable than amyl nitrite and 
ethyl nitrite; it dilates arterioles rapidly ;dis- 
agreeable symptoms may be overcome by 
combining with ammonia, spirits of chloro- 
form and small doses of morphine; it is 
most useful in angina and in irregular heart 
action; it should be continued for some 
time after all symptoms have passed’ away. 
The maximum dose is five grains; gener- 
ally one or two grains are enough.” 

When used in a small dose as I have done 
there are no disagreeable symptoms. When 
used as an antispasmodic in asthma, then 
the large dose is necessary. As is the case 
with most remedies in asthma, it is a suc- 
cess in some cases and a failure in others. 
In Sharp’s experience it was useless in 
asthma while others extol it highly. 

As a reliable diuretic it is invaluable, as 
I know from repeated trials. Sodium ni- 
trite should always be well protected. In 
dispensing I have always used one-half or 
one dram vials, which hold sufficient and 
keep the drug in a good condition.

TONSILLITIS ABORTED. 





Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—Last week I 
was called to see a severe case of tonsilli- 
tis; girl five years old; throat almost closed; 
parents greatly alarmed, thinking it was 
diphtheria. Treatment: Ten quarter grain 
doses of calomel, one to be taken every 
hour; throat to be swabbed frequently with 
sodium bicarbonate and every fifteen min- 
utes a teaspoonful of the following given: 
Aconitine, gr. 1-134, six; strychnine arseni- 
ate, gr. 1-134, six; digitalin, gr. 1-67, six; 
in twenty-four teaspoonfuls of water. 
When I called the next day the child was 
so much improved that my services were no 
lor. ger required and the case went on to 
rapid recovery. 

Now the only fault I have to find with 
this dosimetric system is that the cures are 
so rapid we don’t get as big a fee as under 
the old style; but I suppose this is a selfish 
view of the matter and I withdraw my ob- 
jection.

his urethra has been dilated and his pros- 
tate has been cauterized. Hé has been 
given the bromides and the iodides, but no 
hypnotics (as far as I know). Has been 
given sexual sedatives, but it is the same 
old story, I have today put him on saw pal- 
metto, sandal and strychnine compound. 
Neurasthenia, general and sexual, has been 
the majority of the diagnoses made.

PURPURA HEMORRHAGICA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—I would be 
very glad to have help from you and Clinic 
readers in the following case: Female, aged 
53 years; no heredity; good habits; 24 years 
ago had jaundice, since which time has al- 
ways been constipated; impaired digestion, 
suffered at irregular intervals with pain in 
right side over liver; in April last attacked 
with hemorrhage, passed large quant ties of 
dark blood mixed with clots from stomach 
and bowels; hemorrhage occurring once or 
twice every 24 hours for two or three days, 
when it ceased for a week; then it returned 
as before, her life being despaired of. None 
since. Health was good at time of attack. 
Immediately aiter dropsy of abdomen came 
on, with more or less edema of lower 
limbs, also diarrhea which still continues. 
I omitted to say that for many years she has 
suffered, so she tells me, with ulcers of the 
bowel—rectal, I suppose—and_ external 
piles which were operated on. And that for 
twelve months before above attack purpuric 
spots would make their appearance on body 
and limbs, remaining for some weeks, and 
slowly fading to be succeeded by fresh out- 
breaks. 

Patient came under my care in August 
last. Found her emaciated, sallow, with 
poor digestion; liver extending at least four 
inches below the normal level and was 
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smooth, rather hard and very slightly pain- 
ful on pressure; spleen also enlarged and 
more sensitive; kidneys acting but little; sp. 
g. of urine 1,000; slightly acid; no albumen 
nor sugar at the time it was examined; 
could find no heart lesion. 

I have tried various remedies that I 
thought indicated, and haye reduced the 
dropsy to some extent, keeping her 
strength up, and her digestion is in good 
condition. While I have my own ideas as 
to cause, etc., what I want is diagnosis and 
treatment, and for these I will very 
grateful. My patient is a widow of many 
years, with very small means and if relief is 
possible would like her to gét it.

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—In regard to 
sanguinarine, to which you referred: 
case of pseudo croup (bronchitis), the bov, 
10 years old, could with difficulty get his

breath. While the water was being heated 
to give him a steaming with vaporized tur- 
pentine and tincture benzoin compound, I 
gave him two granules of sanguinarine. Be- 
fore the vapor was ready he remarked he 
felt much better. I therefore did not use 
the vapor, but gave, instead, the granules, 
one every half hour, till five had been taken. 
Left him easy, with instructions to use foot 
bath and to take seidlitz salt to open the 
bowels freely. 

A lady, aged 43, same trouble, was very 
much relieved by third dose of two gran- 
ules, given every half hour, so she could 
speak much more audibly and felt much 
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easier. Wild cherry decoction and foot bath possible, rescue me irom this awful condi- 


followed. 

An old lady of 69, who complained of a 
difficulty of getting her breath after lying 
down at night, took two granules each 
night with much relief—in fact, said she 
was not now afraid to go to bed. 

This is a limited experience with what is 
to me a new drug, but it seems to carry out 
my friend Dr. Burgess’ recommendation, [| 
have not used it in asthma as yet, but think 
I will have occasion to shortly, and will re- 
port effects. 

Will not some of the brethren who live 
where people have lungs as well as livers, 
or Dr. Burgess, report effects?

INDICATIONS FOR THE USE OF 
SANGUINARIA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic: — In scanning 
the pages of the November Clinic I find 
your request for a description of the thera- 
peutic action of sanguinaria. I will give 
you my experience with the drug: 

It is stimulant, tonic, emetic, alterative 
and anti-spasmodic. 

In constriction of the throat, accompan- 
ied by coolness of the extremities, evidenc- 
ing a feeble circulation, it relieves - the 
trouble by its stimulating effect upon the 
sympathetic nervous system, thereby im- 
proving nutrition and secretion. 

It is an admirable agent in the treatment 
of membranous croup. Small doses given 
at first loosen the membrane which emesis 
will expel. Following this, you will ob- 
serve the alterative influence of sanguinaria, 
which is to prevent the formation of new 
membrane. 

In all spasmodic conditions, with profuse 
secretion, it is an absolute specific. 

The property it possesses of stimulating 
mucous surfaces makes it a desirable rem- 
edy in the latter stages of pneumonia, when 
the above symptoms are present, aconite, 
bryonia, ipecac, etc., being more appro- 
priate in the early stages. 

In all cases where tickling or burning in 
throat, with profuse secretion, is a leading 
feature of the disease, most happy results 
will be obtained by the use of sanguinaria. 
One drop of the specific tincture may be 
given every two to four hours, as the urg- 
ency of the case requires, but I prefer the 
following: Sanguinarine nitrate, 1 grain; 
water and simple syrup, each 2 ounces; tea- 
spoonful doses.

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A PLEA FOR MORE SIMPLE TREAT- 
MENT. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic: — While I do 
not coincide in all that has been written 
in the Clinic on sex life, I am glad that 
each writer has so clearly defined his 
views on the matter, as in studying them 
it has enabled me to form an opinion of my 
own on the subject, and I now know where 
I stand, and that is some satisfaction, as be- 
fore I did not, on account of not having 
read or thought much on those lines. 

As you know, doctor, I have been using 
the alkaloidal granules for three years, and 
using at least half the different varieties 
manufactured, and with best of results, but 
I de not find it necessary to do so much 
shotgun business as some of your corre- 
spondents appear to do. For instance, 
treatment of otitis media, page 428. Here 
were 9 different remedies given internally 
and three douches used.

When we know just what a medicine will 
do and use it at the proper time, and effect 
a cure, we know from whence the cure 
comes, and consequently have confidence in 
our remedies as well as ourselves. 

After reading some of the articles, we do 
not know which reinedy did the work, and 
the article depreciates in value in propor- 
tion to the number of medicines used. 

One good thing that is seasonable, and 
that I have never seen in the Clinic, is my 
treatment of acute or articular rheumatism, 
viz., caulophyllin and arsenious acid—2 
granules of each every three or four hours. 
It may be old to some of the Clinic readers, 
but it is new with me and I have not seen 
it in print. I have a record of twelve cases 
successfully treated in this manner. 

Dr. Wertz, page 434, is astonished that 
Dr. Sour should be astonished that his case 
of icterus did not get well in six weeks. I 
am also astonished, as I have cured three 


cases within the last six weeks with Ab- 
bott’s hydrastin, gr. 1-6, and zinc sulpho- 
carbolate, gr. 1, every four hours, with two 
tablets, as needed, at night of aloin, bella- 
donna, strychnine and ipecac. That sounds 
easy. So it is. Try it on your next case 
before condemning it. 

Well, I intended to only write you how to 
apply the dollar, but these Clinic writers are 
a great temptation to a man who does not 
want to get into print. 

Inclosed stamps for which send me a 
sample of the cann-atropine granules, which 
I shall welcome if they will do what Dr. 
Lawrence claims, as I do not want to use 
morphine, and have used less than five 
grains in the last year, getting along very 
nicely on hyoscyamine, camphor mono- 
bromated, Waugh’s Anodyne, glonoin and 
occasionally the chlorodyne granule.

THE DOSAGE OF NUCLEIN. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic: — Please in- 
form me whether nuclein is best given hy- 
podermically or in tablets or pills and give 
also the dosage. I have several cases on 
hand in which I would like to try its effi- 
cacy.

It matters not whether nuclein be given 
in solution, granule or tablet, provided the 
granule and tablet are properly and care- 
fully made so as to retain the strength of 
the product. Nuclein acts as a ferment, 
therefore dosage is a very variable quan- 
tity. The usual dose for an adult is one- 
third of a minim of Aulde’s standard solu- 
tion, every one to two hours. The tablet 
contains this amount and four granules 
equal one tablet. It is often necessary to 
get a strong, full effect of the drug, in which 
case it is best given hypodermically, irom 
one to five drops ordinarily being used. 
While more may be given with perfect im- 
punity, it is doubtful if the larger doses are 
of commensurate value. 

It is a product worthy of careful atten- 
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tion and if our friends do not get reported 
results, let them study their methods rather 
than condemn the remedy.—Ed.

It 
is ever thus. I have successfully used rhus 
tox. for many years in rheumatism as well 
as various other affections, in all stages. 
Pain particularly is not my guide, but the 
sharp stroke of the pulse, tip of the tongue 
showing small red points, that is, numerous 
papillae on top or edge of tip of tongue 
red and slightly elevated, there generally be- 
ing fever and more or less inflammatory 
conditions and frequently local pains, sharp 
and burning. The dose must be small. | 
use a recent tincture in fractional drop 
doses, and according to age give every one 
or two hours, largely diluted with water. 
With above conditions it may be given with 
a degree of success, no matter what the dis- 
ease. However, it is my desire to 
more of the granules. 

That little point Dr. Prince brought up 
regarding the medicinal strength of the al- 
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kaloids, is a question that has bothered me 
more than a little, and applies to prepara- 
tions of every nature. The point is just this, 
any physician is loth to give up or abandon 
the use of a certain line of remedies with 
which he is already familiar, when they 
have helped him out of a great many close 
places, yet I believe a carefully prepared 
agent, regardless of form, will give  satis- 
factory results, provided we have the indica- 
tions and administer it at the right time.

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Gonstipation, A Rational and Successful Treatment. * 


BY WM. F. WAUGH, A. M., M. D.

If the treatment of constipation consisted 
simply in the administration of a cathartic, or 
of a succession of cathartics, there would be lit- 
tle need of writing on the subject. The long 
list of laxatives, drastics, hydragogues, etc., 
from bran to elaterium, would seem to cover 
every possible case requiring evacuation of the 
bowels. 

But cathartics do not cure constipation. In 
fact, they only make it worse, by lessening 
the natural power of the bowel and getting 
the patient into the habit of depending on out- 
side aid to force his rectum to perform its 
functions. It is well known that, when once 
this dependence upon drugs is formed, larger 
and larger doses are required, until the victim 
is finally unable to have a passage without the 
aid of a boxful of patent pills, or the most 
powerful of the cathartic group in enormous 
doses. It is this principle that has made the 
fortunes of the patent pills venders, whose ad- 
vertisements are never absent from the papers. 
The injury done by these men, in making 
chronic drug-takers of their patrons, is great. 

* The same condemnation must be made of 
the laxative waters, foods, suppositories of 
gluten or glycerin and enemas, small or large. 
Not one of them cures; all must be classed as 
of that vicious group of palliatives that confirm 
the original disease. 

And this disease is a diminution of the sensi- 
bility of the colon and rectum, by which these 
organs retain the feces and become distended 
by them, instead of being excited by their 
presence to expulsive contraction. The prime 
cause of this loss of sensibility is neglect. The 
presence of feces is noted but it does not suit 
the individual to go just then, the duty is put 
off until the pressure becomes imperative. 

Meanwhile the bowel is becoming accustomed 
to the presence of feces and is gradually be- 
coming transformed into a cavity for storing the 
same, instead of an organ for their expulsion. 
As the muscular movements grow weaker. the 
bowel may be dilated until very large quantities 
may be stored in it. Reynolds relates a case 
in which a woman had her bowels opened but 
four times a year, taking a breakfast cup of 
pills for that purpose and filling a wooden 
bucket with masses as large as a baby’s head 
at birth. 

Women are the greatest delinquents in this 
respect. It is exceedingly rare to find one who 
performs the duty of going regularly to the

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closet every day at the same hour. In twenty- 
five years of practice I can recollect but one 
who did this. And yet it seems strange that the 
beauty specialists have not yet found out that 
the daily evacuation and the morning cold bath 
with open air exercise, are worth all the cos 
metics, paints, powders, pastes, frictions, mas- 
sage, etc., for the female complexion. But I 
may be wrong. They have discovered it, but 
these agencies cannot be peddled about at $2.00 
a bottle. 

No cosmetic can remedy the muddy, pimply, 
blotchy complexion, no tonic restore the look of 
health to the woman who is constantly absorb- 
into her blood, from the alimentary canal, the 
liquid portion of her feces. The list of dis- 
comforts and of ailments due to this cause is 
long. Melancholy, irritability, dullness, insom- 
nia, anemia, dyspepsia, anorexia, and neuras- 
thenia, are a few of the more common. The 
most neurotic race in the world, the women of 
France, are said to be the most negligent of 
their bowels. It is said that the Parisienne 
only physics herself when it becomes absolute- 
ly necessary and, when the ordeal is over, she 
receives the congratulations of her friends. 

The indications for treatment are very simple: 
to open the bowels and keep them open daily 
by as little help as is necessary, until the in- 
fluence of habit has restored the organs to their 
normal functions, 

The hour most suitable in each case should be 
selected, and the patient enjoined to go to the 
closet daily at that time. The more precisely 
the time is fixed, the greater the likelihood of 
the direction being o beyed. To insure the 
action I know no remedy as efficient as the laxa- 
tive granule that bears my name. The effect 
of the ingredients is as follows: Aloes stimu- 
lates the peristaltic action, especially affecting 
the muscular fibers of the rectum. The dose of 
aloes should never exceed one grain. Large 
doses do harm and do not give the tonic action 
sought, but exhaust the irritability by over 
stimulation. 

Strychnine increases the peristaltic action, 
and also the sensitiveness of the mucous mem- 
brane, thus rendering it less tolerant of its con 
tents and affording more power to throw it off. 

Belladonna lessens the tendency of these 
drugs to cause griping, while it favors their 
laxative action by paralyzing the terminal ends 
of the splanchnic, inhibitory nerves. As it les 
sens secretion, the addition of a minute amount 
of ipecacuanha is advisable, especially when

the stools are already abnormally dry or cos- 
tive. As this condition most frequently results 
from the too free use of coid water, patients 
should be cautioned against ices and ice cream. 

The last ingredient is capsicum, added to 
stimulate secretion and increase the sensibility of 
the mucous membrane. I think this is the most 
important ingredient, as I have never been able 
to get as good results from the others when the 
capsicum has been omitted. 

Sufficient of these laxative granules are to be 
given to insure one passage daily. This dose 
must be divided into three portions, one to be 
taken before each meal. In a few days it will 
be found that the dose can be diminished some- 
what; and, as the bowels become stronger and 
the habit of regularity is established, the num- 
ber of granules is gradually lessened until but 
one is necessary. Then one is to be taken twice 
a day, then once; but this last granule should 
not be dropped for a long time. The moral ef- 
fect of it is similar to that of a “buckeye” car- 
ried in the pocket. Indeed, it would be well to 
give the patient a box of dummy pills, placebos, 
to take after the need of real laxatives has 
passed away, so strongly is the connection be- 


tween pill and passage fixed in his mind. 

What these granules will do, is, cure chronic 
constipation, if the rules as to taking them 
and as to regularity be observed. They will not 
cure if these rules be neglected. 

They will not cure obstruction due to stric 
ture, torsion, pressure from outside the bowel, 
or occlusion of the gut by a foreign body. 

They will not remove an impaction of feces. 
Their function is to prevent the reforming of 
such a collection after it has been removed by 
enemas or by active cathartics. 

They are not so well suited for the obstinate 
constipation of paretics (“softening of the 
brain’) as the cold, saturated, salt-solution 
enema. 

Concluding, I will say that, while many are 
making these granules, I know of nove in 
which the component parts are more nicely ad- 
justed or which work better than those made 
by Dr. W. C. Abbott (“The Abbott Alkaloidal 
Co.”) at Ravenswood, Chicago, Ill., to whom I 
have given my formula with the right to manu- 
facture the same.

“To cure chronic or habitual constipation it 


is necessary to establish the habit of regular- 
ity in evacuating the bowels, and no method is 
curative that has not this for its object. The 
granules are to be given in doses sufficient to 
cause one evacuation daily, and no more. As 
the habit becomes established, the dose must be 
lessened, until it can finally be dropped alto 
gether. 

Experience shows that the best results are 
obtained by dividing the daily dose into three, 
as, by this means, a tonic instead of a stimulant 
effect is produced. Begin with six granules be- 
fore each meal. If this is not enough, give 
nine or twelve; but, just.as soon as the least 


The above directions were written by Dr. 
Waugh for the use of granules of the “original 
formula”; the same directions, however, apply 
in the use of the “alkaloidal formula,” where 
aloin, strychnine and atropine, in appropriate 
quantity, take the place of the purified ex- 
tracts of the same drug.

“When the dose has been stationary for one 
week, with no over-action, lessen the dose 
again; and so, every week; cutting the granules 
in two, four or eight if necessary. When they 
ean no longer be reduced, drop the mid-day 
dose; a week later drop the evening dose, but 
continue the morning dose for weeks longer to 
clinch the cure.” 

It is seldom necessary to reduee more than 
to the one granule, but, if it is, they can easily 
be cut with a pen knife.
